REPORT     OF     MREWA     DISTRICT 
H.   I.  James,         Superintendent 

Bishop  Springer  and  Fellow-Workers: 

We  gather  for  our  Annual  Conference  again  under  the 
cloud  of  a  war-torn  world  but  at  the  beginning  we  are  led 
to  give  thanks  to  Almighty  God  that  our  Church  in  Rhodesia 
is  still  free  to  carry  on  as  before.  Many  peoples  whose 
love  of  liberty  is  no  less  than  our  own  cannot  do  this. 
The  freedom  to  worship  according  to  the  dictates  of  one's 
conscience,  which  has  been  the  very  boast  of  our  Empire, 
has  been  denied  to  many  nations  who  have  been  brought,  for 
the  time  being,  under  the  heel  of  the  oppressor.  Let  us  then, 
while  not  considering  that  we  are  more  worthy  of  these 
favours  than  others,  use  these  opportunities  to  the  full  in 
ceaselessly  using  our  every  effort  to  establish  the  Kingdom 
of  God  here  in  this  part  of  Africa. 

There  have  been  a  few  changes  in  the  district  staff  of 
workers  since  last  Conference.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  we  were  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Louise 
Forrest  to  take  the  place  of  Miss  Ellener  at  Mrewa.  Miss 
Forrest  is  not  quite  a  stranger  to  the  Conference  for  she 
spent  two  years  at  Old  Umtali.  In  opening  new  schools 
during  the  year  we  have  had  to  employ  a  number  of  new 
teachers  among  whom  were  two  graduates  of  the  Training 
School  at  Old  Umtali.  Of  these  two,  Jonah  and  Joel,  I 
should  especially  like  to  offer  my  appreciation  to  the  Train- 
ing School  staff  for  having  turned  out  two  such  men.  Of 
course  I  should  like  the  same  staff  to  reciprocate  in 
appreciating  the  kind  of  material  we  try  to  send  them  for 
training.  Be  this  as  it  may  these  two  men  are  doing 
splendid  work  which  is  readily  appreciated  by  the  people 
in  the  stations  where  they  work.  We  have  also  received 
back  Obadiah  Musingwini  who  already  had  his  teachers 
certificate  and  has  now  completed  his  Theological  training. 
His  Quarterly  Conference  has  passed  on  a  recommendation 
that  he  be  favourably  considered  for  reception  into  the 
Conference  on  Trial.  Brother  Isaiah  Darikwa  also  returned 
to  Circuit  work  after  several  years  in  the  town  appointment 
at  Salisbury.  He  has  been  stationed  since  January  at 
Arnoldene  in  charge  of  Headlands  Circuit. 

We  have  now  some  42  stations  or  preaching  places 
in  the  district.  At  all  these  we  endeavour  to  have  preaching 
services  and  Sunday  school  on  Sundays  and  class  meetings 
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daring  the  week.  This  could  not  be  done  of  course  with 
our  four  ministers  and  15  accepted  Supply  Pastors  without 
the  Plan  system  and  the  aid  of  our  95  Local  Preachers 
who,  for  the  most  part,  are  effectively  preaching  the  Gospel. 
We  have  797  Full  Members  and  827  on  Trial.  This  is 
a  little  lower  than  that  reported  a  year  ago  but  due 
consideration  must  be  given  to  the  fact  that  in  last  year's 
statistics  we  counted  our  membership  at  the  Salisbury 
Church  while  this  year,  under  the  new  arrangement,  that 
is    counted   in    with    the    Synod    membership. 

A  word  should  be  said  about  the  new  arrangement  for 
the  work  in  Salisbury.  As  you  all  know,  for  a  number 
of  years  past  the  two  branches  of  Methodism  worked 
hand  in  hand  and  side  by  side.  While  maintaining  each 
its  own  minister  and  organization  both  joined  in  the 
congregational  worship  together.  In  the  main  this  has 
worked  well  and  helpful  fellowship  has  resulted.  It  later 
came  to  be  felt  that  there  was  nothing  to  be  lost 
but  perhaps  something  to  be  gained  by  unifying  the  work 
there  into  one  church.  A  transfer  of  membership  was 
really  all  that  was  involved  whether  of  our  membership 
going  to  live  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  or  of  the 
other  Methodism  coming  to  live  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Conference.  After  discussions  and  agreements  by  both 
the  Synod  and  the  Conference  arrangements  were  made 
whereby  the  minister  of  the  Salisbury  Church  be  taken 
for  a  period  of  years  alternately  from  the  Synod  and 
from  the  Conference,  assisted  by  an  evangelist  from  the 
other  Methodism  ;  and  that  the  church  be  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Synod.  On  the  request  of  the  Rev. 
Herbert  Carter,  Chairman  of  the  Synod,  we  furnished 
the  minister  for  the  first  period.  After  some  difficulties 
in  choice  we  secured  the  Rev.  Josiah  Chimbadzwa  and  he 
was  appointed  to  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Synod 
at  Salisbury.  From  what  I  have  seen  myself  I  shall  be 
surprised  if  Mr.  Carter,  who  is  happily  present  at  our 
Conference,  is  not  willing  to  acknowledge  that  we  made 
a  good  choice  in  sending  the  man  we  did.  May  the  cause 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God  as  worked  out  in  Salisbury  by 
united  Methodism   grow  stronger  with  the  years  that  pass! 

This  year  we  had  our  special  Holy  Week  services  at 
the  Mission  as  usual  and  at  many  of  our  Stations  special 
evangelistic  efforts  were  made  at  that  season.  We  have 
tried  to  reach  more  people  in  our  Camp  Meetings  this 
year  by  dividing  into  three  meetings  held  at  different 
parts  of  the  District.  Two  of  these  were  held  in  August 
and   the    other    is   planned    for   September. 
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In  village  schools  we  are  getting  towards  our  limit. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  I  opened  five  new 
schools.  This  makes  26  schools  now  open  on  the  district. 
I  have  also  made  application  for  three  more  schools  for 
next  year  and  if  these  should  be  granted  it  will  bring 
the  number  up  to  within  one  of  the  limit  allowed  to  any 
one  superintendent  of  schools,  which  is  30.  In  this  I  am 
still  following  a  rule  I  have  had  for  many  years  in  which 
I  will  not  open  a  school  until  first  a  church  has  been 
established   in   the   village. 

At  the  Mission  centre  at  Mrewa  the  activities  have 
been  going  without  much  change.  In  spite  of  the  advan- 
ced tuition  charges  for  the  boarders  this  year  the  numbers 
are  almost  up  to  the  capacity  of  our  boarding  facilities. 
The  enrolment  of  the  school  this  year  is  over  300.  For 
years  we  have  been  bringing  up  our  herd  of  cattle  and 
oxen  until  we  have  now  about  50  in  all  which  about  meets 
our  present  needs.  More  land  has  been  cleared  for  crops 
and  another  acre  of  eucalyptus  trees  planted.  In  the  build- 
ing projects  we  anticipated  a  little  respite  after  the  full 
program  of  the  past  few  years  but  a  summing  up  of  the  year 
shows  the  following :  two  Tar-mac  floors  in  schoolrooms  ; 
one  tile  roof  on  schoolroom  ;  one  schoolroom  enlarged  ;  two 
schoolrooms  re-plastered ;  two  church  vestries  finished  ; 
church  seats  and  other  furnishings  installed  ;  5  brick  dwell- 
ings for  staff  families  built  though  three  of  these  are  not 
quite  complete.  We  are  now  sawing  timber  for  replacing 
a  number  of  the  thatched  buildings  with  tile  roofs. 

We  have  continued  our  European  Services  for  the  white 
population  in  and  around  Mrewa  with  good  response. 

In  January  and  also  in  July  we  had  all  the  teachers  came 
to  Mrewa  for  a  few  days  for  discussions  on  and  instructions 
in  their  work.  In  July  the  School  Inspector,  was  present 
also.  At  the  January  meeting  we  had  the  Church  officers 
together  and  worked  out  our  plans  for  the  year. 

For  the  privilege  of  working  together  with  the  teaching 
staff  at  Mrewa  and  with  the  loyal  group  of  ministers  and 
teachers  of  the  District  I  am  grateful,  and  together  we  look 
into  the  coming  year,  if  re-appointed,  knowing  that  the 
opportunities  are  great  and  the  times  ripe  for  advancement-

Bishop  Springer  and  Fellow    Workers: — 

There  come  seasons  in  our  personal  lives  and  in  the 
lives  of  nations  when  everything  seems  to  be  shaking  and 
changing.  As  a  people  we  are  now  passing  through  just 
such  a  period.  We  meet  amidst  World  conditions  grave, 
serious  and  menacing.  If  we  look  only  at  "the  things 
which  are  seen",  we  have  grave  reasons  for  pessimism  as 
to  the  final  outcome  of  the  War.  But,  fortunately  there 
are  still  to  be  taken  into  consideration  the  'imponderables' 
the  unseen  forces,  none  the  less  potent  because  they  are 
unseen;  that  invisible  energy  which  is  the  real  master  of 
the  field,  and  which  even  Napoleon  himself  said  "was  the 
real  factor  in  war".  Therefore,  we  will  continue  to  lean 
on  Him  as  never  before,  because  in  Him  and  in  Him  alone 
is  there  any  hope  for  Africa  and  for  the  World. 

The  work  at  the  Mtoko  Mission  continues  to  grow.  The 
number  of  boarding  boys  has  risen  to  nearly  seventy  and 
still  we  wer°  compelled  to  refuse  admittance  to  many 
applicants  due  to  lack  of  accommodation  for  them.  We 
have  raised  all  the  food  required  to  feed  the  Boarding 
School,  and  at  the  same  time  that  this  is  being  done,  the 
fertility  of  the  soil  has  not  only  been  maintained  but  has 
been  augmented,  and  improved.  The  Day  pupils  number 
one  hundred  and  twenty  five.  But,  we  need  more  room 
for  every  activity.  On  the  Sabbath,  our  church  building 
is  so  filled  that  for  some  time  now  the  seating  capacity 
has  been  taxed  to  its  utmost.  We  are  growing  and  we 
need  more  room  in  which  to   grow  and   develop. 

The  work  at  the  Mtemwa  Leper  Settlement  is  being 
maintained  under  the  able  supervision  of  Samuel  Chieza. 
Leaders  and  preachers  are  provided  as  the  need  for  them 
arises. 

The  establishment  of  the  Government  transport  Camp  at 
Mtoko  has  created  another  need  and  several  problems  as 
well.  Natives,  most  of  them  aliens,  numbering  several 
hundreds  at  times,  are  congregated  here  for  several  days 
awaiting  certificates  of  entrance,  vaccinations,  etc.  As  they 
will  not  come  to  us  we  go  to  them  with  the  message  of 
cheer   and  hope. 
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Services  for  the  European  residents  are  being  held 
monthly  or,  as  often  as  is  possible  to  do  so.  These  services, 
very  informal,  are  well  attended.  There  is  an  urgent  need 
for  a  dozen  Methodist  Hymnals  and  a  small,  individual 
communion  set.  At  one  of  the  services  recently  held  people 
of  five  different  religious  denominations  were  in  attendance, 
including  one  Roman  Catholic.  Several  different  hymnals 
were  pressed  into  use  and  as  we  had  no  musical  instrument 
to  lead  the  singing-  the  result  was  anything  but  harmoni- 
ous at  times.  However,  it  is  under  such  un-expected  trying 
circumstances  that  a  sense  of  humor  comes  in  very  useful. 
The  writer  has  been  requested  to  continue  these  services 
as  it  is   felt   that    they   fill   an    import   need. 

In  connection  with  the  African  Church  there  seem  to  be 
two  important,  out-standing  needs.  The  first  is  an  urgent 
need  for  a  leader,  trained  in  Sunday  School  work,  methods 
and  technique  etc  ;  to  go  out  and  spend  some  time  on  each 
District  giving  demonstrations  as  well  as  instruction  to  both 
ministers  and  pastor  teachers.  You  will  all  admit  that  the 
Sunday  School  should  be  a  tremendous  factor  for  instruction 
on  the  Bible.  But,  I  am  afraid  that  too  often,  the  time 
devoted  to  Sunday  School  work  is  of  little  value  owing  to 
the  methods  and  technique  now  used. 

The  second  urgent  need  is  for  a  church  ritual  couched; 
not  in  terms  and  phraseology  entirely  foreign  to  the  African 
mind,  as  is  now  the  case,  but  a  ritual  written  in  plain  and 
simple  language  and  in  terms  of  the  indigenous  ideology. 
I  am  sure  that  the  use  of  such  a  book  would  go  far  toward 
making  our  ritual  services  far  more  attractive,  and,  would 
give  them  far  more  meaning. 

A  largely  attended  meeting  of  the  Rukwadzano  Rwe 
Wadzimayi  was  held  during  August.  This  woman's  organ- 
ization in  doing  good  where  it  operates.  Through  their 
efforts,  many  Christian  women  are  led  into  a  richer,  deeper 
spiritual  life.  They  are  instrumental  in  bringing  women 
and  girls  to  an  experience  of  Christ.  The  sick  are  visited 
and  helped  and  the  wayward  are  brought  back  to  Christ. 
Furthermore,  they  are  doing  much  to  maintain  the  self 
support  of  the  local  churches.  Nevertheless,  there  are 
indications  that  this  organization  is  going  to  need  careful 
instruction  and  guidance  if  it  is  to  operate  effectively  and 
efficiently  in  the  future. 

The  income  from  schools  fees  has  nearly  doubled,  and, 
the  church  offerings  are  steadily  mounting.  Incidentally, 
the  African  folk  of  this  District  have  subscribed  nearly 
twelve  hundred  pounds  to  the  War  Fund. 
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We  record  with  sincere  regret  and  with  a  deep  sense  of 
loss  the  passing  away  of  Mayi  Sadomba.  The  home  of 
Mayi  Sadomba  was  a  real  Christian  home,  a  home  that 
always  extended  hospitality  and  invariably  radiated  kind- 
ness and  good  will.     Our  loss  is  Heaven's  gain. 

In  the  fourteen  schools  all  but  one  have  an  overwhel- 
ming attendance.  Four  new  commodious  school  buildings 
have  been  erected  during  the  year.  Six  additional  schools 
are  ready  to  be  opened  when  and  if  suitable  teachers 
become  available. 

Two  requests  for  schools  have  come  in  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Chikwizo  Reserve.  This  reserve  is  located  sixty  odd 
miles  from  Mtoko.  During  the  dry  season  there  is  quite 
a  good  passable  road  which  would  be  still  better  if  only 
the  elephant  would  not  persistin  shoving  great  trees  right 
across  the  right  of  way.  It  is  wild  rough  country  with  a 
native  population  of  about  thirty  five  hundred  people.  There 
is  a  real  need  here  and  one  that  cannot  be  much  longer 
ignored. 

We  find  girl  teachers  very  suitable  and  practicable 
especially  for  the  lower  standards.  We  are  using  five  of 
these  girl  teachers  and  could  use  the  services  of  five  more 
if  they  were  only  available. 

When  one  looks  back  and  remembers  the  type  of  school 
that  we  used  to  have  on  the  reserves,  it  becomes  very 
obvious  that  we  are  making  steady  progress  forward  and 
upward. 

Of  equal  value  to  these  obvious  signs  of  material  progress 
is  the  splendid  spirit  of  co-operation  existing  among  the 
pastor-teachers.     May  their  tribe  increase. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  matter  of  the  new  mission  site 
near  the  Mudzi  River  has  had  to  be  held  up.  All  that  is  now 
required  in  order  to  secure  a  lease  from  the  Government,  is 
the  official  approval  of  the  Education  Department.  Assur- 
ance has  been  given  in  writing  that  this  approval  will  be 
forthcoming  just  as  soon  as  an  official  request  from  our 
Mission  is  formulated   and  forwared. 

In  spite  of  every  circumstance  which  has  militated  against 
the  work,  in  spite  of  death  and  disappointment,  sweet  will 
come  out  of  the  bitter,  order  out  of  chaos,  and  all  will  work 
together  for  good  as  we  take  our  stand  with  the  Conqueror 
on  the  victory  side  of  the  Cross. 

"In   the    bitter    waves    of  woe 
Beaten    and    tossed    about

REPORT     OF     MUTAMBARA     DISTRICT 
Q.  A.  Roberts,        Superintendent. 

Bishop  Springer  and  Fellow-Workers : 

It  is  always  much  more  alluring  to  consider  what  we  desire 
doing  than  to  state  what  has  been  accomplished,  and  the 
past  year  is  no  great  exception.  It  has  been  filled  with 
work,  worries,  disappointments,  and  some  triumphs.  The 
work  has  been  great,  in  that  the  church  of  Mutambara 
District  has  done  what  it  could  and  has  attempted  to  lay 
foundations  for  the  future.  The  opportunities  for  Christian 
service  are  everywhere  apparent.  People  are  living  on  a 
low  level  when  they  should  be  soaring  with  wings  of  angels. 
Spirits  are  moping  when  they  should  be  triumphant.  The 
cry  is  for  life  and  new  life  everywhere,  but  it  seems  hard  for 
the  masses  of  people  to  get  the  inspiration  by  which 
they  may  live  the  new  and  greater  life.  I  think  of  the  masses 
of  people  waiting,  constantly  waiting,  and  apparently  satis- 
fied with  their  lot  in  life  ;  but  their  very  poverty  of  spirit 
and  poverty  of  up  and  onward  look  is  a  challege  in  itself 
that  the  church  must  strive  to  meet.  The  church  through 
its  class  meetings,  prayer  meetings,  and  preaching  services 
bring  light  and  inspiration  but  it  seems  that  the  change  is 
very  slow.  The  church  has  done  its  best  at  Mutambara,  but 
we  sometimes  feel  that  its  best  has  not  been  good  enough. 
The  services  of  the  church  have  been  carried  on  as  usual 
during  the  year,  and  in  each  case  an  attempt  has  been  made 
to  lift  the  ideals.  We  often  wish  for  some  of  the  great 
preachers  of  the  world  to  come  with  their  great  sermons  that 
we  might  be  lifted  from  the  common  level.  The  Sunday 
School  has  faithfully  worked  over  the  lessons  and  instruc- 
tions of  the  Bible. 
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The  village  stations  continue  to  be  the  great  place  for 
giving  the  Gospel  message,  with  the  many  boys  and  girls 
constantly  in  attendance.  These  Sabbath  Schools  perhaps 
are  not  as  efficient  as  we  wish  they  were,  but  day  by  day 
the  great  group  of  boys  and  girls  are  tying  in  their  interests 
with  the  church.  The  very  fact  of  attending  the  church 
services  is  a  testimony  of  the  change  that  is  coming  over  the 
community.  They  are  learning  to  read  and  write.  They 
are  learning  something  of  agriculture  and  if  we  might  put  it 
in  the  phraseology  of  certain  educators  of  the  present  day, 
we  would  say  that  they  are  learning  something  of  the  great- 
ness of  the  soil  of  God's  holy  earth.  By  inspections  of  the 
District  Inspectress,  assisted  by  Rev.  Rugayo,  the  boys  and 
girls  have  been  held  up  to  rigid  examination  and  the  teachers 
have  been  helped  to  better  methods  of  teaching.  And  again 
it  is  our  hope  that  we  may  have  higher  standard  teachers 
and  more  of  them,  for  the  schools  are  full  to  overflowing  and 
the  teachers  are  not  adequate  to  the  task:.  The  fathers  and 
mothers  in  the  village  stations,  though  apparently  sometimes 
unappreciative  do  make  a  great  many  statements  and  a  great 
many  indications  that  they  too  are  receiving  enlightenment 
for  their  spirits;  and  apparently  a  new  day  has  dawned. 

A  men's  organization,  similar  to  the  Rukwadzana  of  the 
women,  has  been  organized;  and  the  men  are  putting  forth 
effort  to  bring  their  brothers  into  the  light  of  the  Gospel. 
We  might  again  wish  that  the  leadership  were  by  men  of 
greater  training,  but  to  the  best  of  the  ability  of  the 
Christian  people  they  are  preaching  the  Gospel  and  bringing 
other  lives  into  the  fellowship.  I  am  thankful  for  this,  for 
there  is  a  great  latent  force  which,  by  this  organization, 
seems  to  be  just  ready  to  apply  itself  for  the  work  that  the 
church  has  so  nobly  striven  to  accomplish.  The  organization 
is  not  yet  great  enough  to  carry  on  work  as  the  women  are 
doing,  but  with  a  little  attention  to  leadership  it  should  come 
to  be  a  great  factor  among  the  families  of  this  country. 

The  Rukwadzano  continues  to  hold  its  great  meetings  and 
the  little  meetings  which  are  doing  so  much  in  the  villages 
to  bring  the  women  to  see  the  necessity  of  living  a  Christian 
life.  Their  efforts  are  great  and  constant,  and  while  perhaps 
the  manner  of  holding  great  meetings  could  be  improved 
upon,  the  women  are  doing  much  for  their  sisters.  Let  us 
hope  and  pray  that  the  Rukwadzana  may  continue  to  do 
great   work  and  continue  to  improve  their  leadership. 

The  Missionary  Society  continues  to  function  in  the 
gathering  of  funds  and  in  the  enthusiasm  and  determination 
of  the  people  to  raise  offerings.  It  has  given  us  a  new  idea 
about  the  taking  of  offerings  for  the  regular  church  work.  It 
has  been  grand  to  see   as  many  as  one  hundred   thirty-six 
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people  bring  their  gifts  each  Ngariende  (Missionary)  Sunday, 
and  the  habit  of  giving  money  is  growing,  both  in  the  Ngari- 
ende collection  and  the  regular  church  offering.  There 
should  be  a  greater  emphasis  placed  upon  the  giving  of  life  for 
the  missionary  enterprise,  rather  than  the  giving  only  of 
money,  that  the  Gospel  may  be  carried  to  the  regions 
beyond.  There  must  be  lives  consecrated  to  this  great  cause 
and  then,  and  not  until  then,  will  the  purpose  of  Ngariende 
be  fulfilled.  The  world  will  not  be  won  to  Christ  by  money 
alone.  It  must  be  by  the  consecration  of  individuals  who 
have  a  vision  of  the  greatness  of  salvation  for  their  own 
people.  Thousands  are  waiting  for  the  Gospel  message  of 
salvation  while  the  money  is  being  collected  and  placed  on 
permanent  deposit.  Surely  the  day  will  pass  for  some  of 
these  souls,  for  the  death  toll  is  relentless.  In  the  regions 
beyond,  the  people  are  living  as  they  did  here  two  gener- 
ations ago.  The  name  of  Christ  is  not  known.  In  the  words 
of  Mrs.  Lee  Suttle  in  the  Upper  Room,  "Christianity  calls 
for  lives  completely  surrendered  and  consecrated  to  Christ 
and  thus  a  Christian  social  order  will  be  rooted  and 
grounded  in  personal  commitment  and  allegiance  to  the  Lord 
of  life." 

The  several  camp  meetings  held  last  year  after  the  Annual 
Conference  were  a  great  inspiration  to  those  of  us  who  took 
part.  They  were  the  smaller  meetings  held  at  five  different 
centers.  Many  people  were  blessed.  The  stations  were 
enlivened  as  many  of  the  people  were  brought  into  a  new 
relationship  to  the  Lord  Jesus.  This  year  we  plan  to  hold 
one  large  camp  meeting  at  the  old  camp  meeting  ground 
near  Mutambara. 

Among  Miss  ScovhTs  duties  of  piloting  the  literary  school, 
she  has  found  time  to  conduct  a  children's  church  at  the 
school  on  the  Reserve.  It  has  increased  until  the  attendance 
is  great.  These  little  folks  feel  that  tiey  have  a  real  place 
in  the  church.  This  service  has  somewhat  relieved  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  Mutambara  Church  which  is  still 
inadequate  for  the  seating  of  the  usual  Sunday  congregation. 

The  Zionist  Movement  that  was  very  annoying  in  the 
Mutambara  District  for  some  years  seems  to  have  lost  its 
force  through  the  greater  appeal  of  the  church. 

At  Mutambara  we  six  missionaries,  the  African  minister, 
and  the  staff  of  eighteen  African  teachers,  with  a  number  of 
industrial  managers,  find  opportunity  for  the  application  of 
all  of  our  strength  and  ingenuity. 

Rev.  Jackson  Rugayo  lives  at  Mutambara  Center  and 
through  his  healthy  and  broad  smile  we  often  receive  an 
inspiration.  His  influence  is  everywhere  felt  and  he  is  known 
by  all   the  people  in   the    District   because   of  his   vigorous 
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preaching  of  the  'Word,  his  goodly  counsel  to  the  people  who 
are  inclined  to  be  careless  of  their  church  attendance  or 
Christian  example,  and  because  of  his  sincerity  and  desire 
of  Christian  experience.  He  preaches  earnestly  and  often, 
traveling  frequently  to  every  station  in  the  District  and  to 
many  preaching  points  where  there  is  no  organized  church. 
It  would  be  safe  to  say  that  he  is  the  best  known  individual 
of  the  workers  in  the   Matambara  District. 

The  work  at  Mutatnbara  Center  consists  largely  of  a  school, 
as  we  insist  on  saying,  "Mutambara  is  a  church  and  it  has 
a  school."  There  are  four  hundred  sixty  attempting  to  make 
headway  in  their  studies.  It  is  much  more  accurate  to 
consider  it  a  place  for  the  building  of  character  and  the 
advancing  of  knowledge  of  the  masses  of  people.  The 
common  subjects  in  the  literary  school  present  the  common 
difficulties. 

Miss  Deyo  teaches  Standard  Five  in  the  literary  depart- 
ment, assists  with  the  correspondence  of  the  station,  and 
does  many  other  useful  and  necessary  things  for  Mutambara. 

Our  medical  department  has  efficiently  administered  to  all 
who  have  applied  for  healing.  As  Miss  Mabie  was  able  to 
be  with  Miss  Rydell  for  nearly  three  months  before  the 
latter's  transfer  to  Old  Umtali  we  have  been  given  a  contin- 
ous  and  efficient  medical  department.  The  dispensary  books 
show  more  than  a  thousand  treatments  a  month,  with  two 
thousand  some  months.  The  maternity  work  has  reached 
an  all  time  high  of  six  cases  in  a  month.  Three  new  nurses 
are  training  at  present.  Two  left  a  month  or  two  ago.  In 
March,  our  busiest  month,  it  was  a  serious  problem  to  find 
enough  places  for  all  the  sick  people  to  sleep.  A  building  that 
has  been  used  as  teacher's  house  has  been  turned  over  to  the 
dispensary  until  the  new  building  can  be  erected.  However, 
because  of  the  high  prices  of  such  things  as  must  be 
purchased  for  a  hospital  building,  the  construction  must 
be  deferred  until  prices  of  material  return  to  normal.  New 
huts  and  a  classroom  for  First  Aid  are  being  constructed. 
The  need  of  First  Aid  instruction  has  been  apparent  for 
some  time.  There  has  been  no  serious  illness  among  the 
missionaries,  and  for  this  we  are  thankful. 
jTThe  industrial  and  agricultural  work  of  both  the  boys' 
and  girls'  boarding  departments  give  a  number  of  us  a 
heavy  schedule,  but  we  feel  that  progress  is  being  made 
in  improving  living  and  diet  of  a  great  group  of  people.  I 
have  often  felt  that  native  girls  who  could  go  through  Muta- 
mbara will  be  efficient  food  providers  because  they  certainly 
know  much  of  gardening,  something  of  good  dairy  practice, 
and  the  preparation  of  food  with  the  preserving  and  handling 
of  meat.     Miss  Tubbs  has  given  this    the  personal  attention 
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that  is  necessary  to  make  the  work  a  success.  We  feel  that 
it  is  an  important  thing  to  improve  the  girls'  abilities  in  mak- 
ing luxury  out  of  the  products  at  hand  and  to  train  a  lot  of 
girls  who  will  be  efficient  wives.  While  we  feel  that  we  are  at 
least  setting  a  good  example  for  soil  conservation  and  sound 
agricultural  practices,  the  shortage  of  raiu  during  the  last 
rainy  season  gave  us  a  poor  grain  crop,  hence  we  have  been 
compelled  to  spend  far  too  much  money  for  food.  This  has 
meant  that  the  finances  of  the  Mission  have  been  low  and 
somewhat  worrying.  Mrs.  Roberts  who  keeps  the  books  has 
sounded  the  warning  note  many  times  that  we  must  carry 
on  in  the  geatest  economy,  and  this  we  believe  we  have 
generally  done.  We,  however,  see  daylight  in  the  financial 
program  and  believe  that  through  vigorous  and  extreme 
economy  we  shall  come  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  with  no 
very  embarrassing  bills.  It  is  our  constant  effort  to  make 
the  agricultural  and  livestock  work  a  demonstration  or  series 
of  demonstrations  at  the  same  time  that  it  helps  to  support 
the  school. 

There  is  great  necessity  of  new  buildings  and  had  there 
been  no  war  to  inflate  prices  and  put  on  embargoes,  there 
would  have  been  at  least  great  effort  made  for  a  new  school, 
a  new  dining  room,  and  some  dormitories  which  are  badly 
needed.  As  everyone  knows,  the  cost  of  imported  materials 
makes  any  new  building  prohibitive.  The  constant  moving 
of  the  native  people  from  areas  of  land  to  new  locations  has 
made  it  necessary  to  move  and  reconstruct  village  schools. 
In  fact  for  several  years  this  process  has  been  going  on. 
Three  of  our  stations  are  in  great  need  of  new  buildings,  but 
the  shifting  of  population  has  made  an  established  policy 
impossible.  Tnis,  however,  we  are  promised  will  be  remedied 
in  the  near  future.  We  hope  when  we  do  build  new  build- 
ings, they  will  be  of  a  more  substantial  kind  than  they  have 
been  in  the  past. 

Finally  and  lastly,  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  year's  work 
has  been  gloriously  pleasant,  generally  inspiring,  and  a  year 
of  good  fellowship. 


REPORT     OF     NYADIRI     DISTRICT 
T.  A.  O'Farrell,     Superintendent. 

Bishop  Springer  and  Fellow-Workers  : 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  G-od  for  His  guidance 
and  protection,  that  we  reached  Africa  again  after  eight 
weeks  on  an  Egyptian  boat,  Via  West  Africa.  Sometimes 
we   zigzagged.      Sometimes    we    went    in  circles.     At   other 
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times  travelled  for  days  with  nothing  in  sight  but  water. 
What  the  man  in  the  lookout  saw  we  did  not  know,  but 
both  speed  and  course  were  frequentley  altered.  We  took  on 
a  crew  whose  boat  had  been  sunk,  and  who  had  spent 
eleven  days  in  life  boats,  and  we  saw  some  wreckage. 
And  of  course  blackouts  were  observed  at  night.  But  we 
really  had  no  trouble  that  caused  any  discomfort.  But 
while  we  were  not  in  what  is  considered  the  war  zone 
we  did  see  enough  evidence  of  the  havoc  wrought  by 
the  war  to  give  one  a  fairly  good  idea  of  the  world  situation. 

It  was  an  unusual  journey  in  some  other  ways.  We 
were  in  company  with  more  than  a  hundred  missionaries 
from  13  different  Societies  all  working  in  different  parts 
of  Africa.  We  spent  an  hour  each  morning  in  Bible 
reading  and  prayer,  and  in  the  afternoon  we  spent  an- 
other session  in  discussion  of  mission  problems.  As  the 
time  lengthened  out  to  weeks,  these  discussions  developed 
into  a  valuable   course  in   African   Missions. 

General  Conference  was  a  valuable  and  delightful  ex- 
perience. It  was  a  reunited  Methodism  girding  itself  for 
its  world-wide  task.  Many  of  the  finest  minds  and  spirits 
of  our  section  of  the  Church  were  there.  But  often  a 
sweet,  radiant  personality  would  appear  from  the  other 
sections  of  the  Church  who  caused  us  to  breathe  a  prayer 
of  gratitude  that  the  Methodist  Churh  posesses  such  men 
and  women.  It  seems  remarkable  that  so  quickly  sectional 
lines   have    disappeared,    and   we   are   truly   one  church. 

The  Committee  work  was  the  most  vital  and  strenuous 
we  had  ever  seen.  The  delegates  seemed  to  know  what 
they  wanted  and  lost  little  time  in  coming  to  conclusions. 
Of  course  a  great  deal  was  left  for  continuing  bodies  to 
perfect.  But  to  mention  only  a  few  outstanding  results. 
In  the  Advocate,  edited  by  Dr.  Roy  Smith,  the  church 
certainly  has  the  greatest  Religious  Paper  in  America. 
The  World  Outlook,  a  production  of  the  Southern  church 
would  be  an  ornament  to  any  denomination.  And  the 
whole  church  rejoices  that  scores  of  thousands  from  sister 
churches    are   using  "The  Upper   Room. 

The  Mission  program  called  for  many  adjustments. 
For  years  our  church  had  been  unable  to  unite  the  re- 
gular Board  work  with  that  of  the  Womens  Societies. 
But  here  we  have  a  greater  union  of  all  the  Mission 
forces.  And  it  works.  If  you  address  a  Womens  Missionary 
meeting  of  a  church,  there  they  all  are,  Home  Missionary, 
Foreign  Missionary,  and  Ladies  Aid,  all  hearing  of  Foreign 
Missions.  Radical  changes  were  made  without  regard  to 
traditions  or  property  values  where  it  seemed  advisable. 
Think   of  moving  the    Home    Board   from    Philadelphia    to 
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New  York.  150  Fifth  Ave  is  already  become  a  great 
Missionary    Center. 

The  new  Jurisdictional  Conferences  met  soon  after  the 
General  Conference,  and  one  hears  many  conflicting  re- 
ports aboat  them.  Some  now  think  they  should  meet  before 
rather  than  after  General  Conference.  But  many  of  the 
church  leaders  believe  that  when  the  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ences have  had  time  to  feel  their  way,  the  change  will 
bring  fine  iesults.  Of  course  we  shall  enter  upon  many  of 
the  same  problems  as  we  begin  to  explore  the  possibilities 
of  our   Central  Conference. 

One  phrase  that  was  heard  again  and  again  was,  "That  the 
Annual  Conference  is  Basic,"  until  the  conviction  grew  upon 
one  that  where  we  find  an  Annual  Conference  completely  and 
correctly  organized,  and  functioning,  there  we  have  the  real 
unit  of  the  Methodist  Church.  And  a  great  deal  of  proposed 
legislation  was  dealt  with  in  the    light  of  this  belief. 

I  had  nice  deputation  work  in  a  number  of  conferences. 
We  left  Nancy  in  College  at  Northwestern.  Frances  was 
married  on  January  first  to  Mr.  Robert  Reynolds,  who  is 
entering  Garrett  for  his  Theological  work.  Frances  also 
expects  to  work  for  her  M.A.  On  our  return  we  made  our 
acquaintance  with  Marilyn  Josephine,  our  grand  daughter. 
Sh«    fulfills    all    our    finest    expectations. 

One  of  the  greatest  joys  we  at  Nyadiri  have  experienced 
is  the  coming  of  Dr.  A.  G.  Anderson  to  cast  his  lot  with  us 
for  the  redemption  of  Africa.  I  first  knew  Dr.  Anderson  at 
Northwestern  as  a  student.  The  son  of  a  prominent  Chicago 
Methodist,  who  was  a  District  Superintendent  there  for 
years,  and  founder  of  Bethany  Home,  A.  Garfield  Anderson 
was  a  brilliant  student,  a  quiet  courteous  gentleman,  though 
very  human.  He  studied  medicine  and  went  to  Korea  as 
a  missionary  where  he  achieved  the  fine  success  which  all 
expected  of  him.  He  was  among  the  group  of  Korean 
missionaries  whom  our  church  recalled  on  account  of  the 
opposition  raised  by  the  Japanese  Government.  The  Church 
is  proud  of  every  one  of  them.  Our  prayer  is  that  he  may  be 
able  to  develop  a  work  here  that  will  redound  to  the  glory 
of  the  Kingdom,  and  bring  great  satisfaction  to  himself  and 
Mrs.  Anderson. 

Having  returned  so  recently  it  seemed  appropriate  that 
we  should  present  a  composite  report,  and  my  colleagues 
have  graciously  agreed  to  the  plan. 

It  seemed  quite  natural  to  start  work  again  on  buildings 
which  we  left  incompleted.  It  certainly  seems  providential 
that  we  were  able  to  get  so  much  done  in  the  way  of  build- 
ings in  1938,  1939,  and  the  early  part  of  '40,  for  building 
material  is  difficult  to  secure  now.     It  also  seemed  natural 
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to  have  to  make  the  rounds  of  the  stations  before  our  goods 
had  arrived.  But  the  welcome  we  have  received  from  the 
people  at  Nyadiri,  at  the  Rukwadzano  Meeting  and  at 
every  village  is  something  we  shall  long  remember  and 
cherish.  No  other  experience  has  so  stirred  our  hearts  to 
seek  to   be    worthy    of  their   confidence    and    affection 

Miss  Parks  writes  of  the  school  as  follows:  "As  we  come 
to  another  Conference  we  pause  to  look  back  over  the  past 
year  to  evaluate  our  work  and  to  record  the  events  of 
interest.  There  are  weaknesses  in  our  work  of  which  we 
are  keenly  aware,  and  which  we  hope  we  can  strengthen 
in  the  coming  year,  but  there  are  also  many  sources  for 
deep   gratitude   and   joy.     Of  these    we   will  speak 

One  of  these  sources  is  the  class  of  29  students  who 
completed  the  Std.  5  examination  last  December  We  so 
often  hear  that  we  are  not  attracting  our  students  to  teach- 
ing and  further  study.  But  of  these  19  Doys  and  ten  girls 
eight  are  teaching  in  the  outstation  schools  of  Nyadiri' 
Mrewa  and  Mtoko  Districts ;  9  are  taking  standard  six 
at  Okl  rjmtah  while  six  others  are  taking  standard  six  at 
Domboshawa,  Mt.  Silinda,  and  Mnene;  3  are  repeating  stand- 
ard 5  at  Nyadiri,  or  other  schools.  To  summarize,  this 
means  that  26  of  the  29  are  either  in  school  or  are  teaching 
leaving  only  three  boys  who  have  gone  into  other  type's 
of  work.  Although  many  of  our  old  boys  are  working  in 
Salisbury  a  study  of  this  and  the  previous  class  leads  us 
to  conclude  that  most  of  those  are  boys  who  dropped  out 
during  the  year.  Most  of  those  who  remain  through  the 
year  even  when  failing,  seen  inclined  to  continue  their 
schooling  or   to  teach. 

We  are  also  thankful  that  we  were  able  to  retain  all 
of  our  African  teachers  from  last  year  except  two  who 
left  to  continue  their  training.  Their  places  were  filled 
by  transferring  an  outstation  teacher  to  our  kraal  school 
and  by  gaming  a  new  teacher  from  Waddilove  who  is 
doing  very  good  work.  These  teachers  have  all  shown 
a  very  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  and  a  keen  interns" 
in  their  work  which  has  made  it  a  real  pleasure  t >  work 
with  them.  We  only  hope  that  we  can  keep  them  for 
many  years.  We  also  want  to  express  our  annrPPia*- 
to  Mrs.  Taylor  for  her  splendid  Uin  StanSf  IV 
and  V,  while  Miss  Reitz  was  on  midterm,  in  addition  to 
supervising    the    kraal    school.  on  t0 

Yes,  we  are  thankful  for  our  good  building,  the  new 
desks,  our  teachers,  and  our  boys  and  girls  Most  nf  f  n 
we  are  thankful  for  the  opportunity  they  offer' n, [for  mould! 
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ing  Christian  character.  This  is  our  greatest  task,  and 
the  one  we  try  ever  to  keep  first.  Many  are  the  means 
we  employ  in  definite  religious  instruction,  in  worship 
together,  in  the  spirit  of  friendliness  and  love  both  in 
and  out  of  the  classroom,  in  conversations,  and  by  example- 
but  beyond  any  of  these  or  all  of  them  together  we  hope 
that  there  will  pervade  our  school  a  spirit  of  such  joyful 
Christian   fellowship   that  it  will  prove   contagious  ". 

I  am  grateful  for  this  study  of  the  output  of  the  school 
by  Miss  Parks,  and  for  the  faith  that  is  here  expressed  in 
both  teachers  and  students.  If  we  are  to  accomplish  any- 
thing as  missionaries  I  believe  we  must  have  not  only 
confidence  in  the  peoples'  ability  to  rise  to  the  highest, 
but  the  ability  in  some  measure  to  inspire  them  to  make 
the  effort.  Nothing  will  so  surely  destroy  their  best  as 
our   failure    to    trust. 

Miss  Reitz  has  both  educational  work  and  translation 
work  It  is  most  important  that  she  be  given  every 
facility  in  carrying  out  this  literary  work.  Our  people  are 
hungry  for  iust  the  type  of  reading  matter  that  she  is  able 
to  produce.  She  reports  as  follows:  "  The  past  year  has 
been  considerably  cut  up  for  me,  first  by  a  change  in  my 
work  at  the  beginning  of  the  calendar  year,  and  then  by 
the  midterm  vacation  which  followed  a  few  months  later. 
I  am  glad,  however,  for  both  the  change  in  work  and  the 
midterm  holiday,  which  was  a  wonderful  time  of  rest  and 

tg  fro  stii  use. 

It  was  a  joy  to  turn  the  supervision  of  the  school 
over  to  Miss  Parks,  who  is  so  well  fitted  for  it  both 
by  temperament  and  by  training.  The  classroom  teaching 
is  a  welcome  change  for  me,  and  I  am  more  and  more 
appreciating  the  closer  contacts  I  am  able  to  have  with 
th«   two    groups   under    my    instruction. 

The  language  work  is  progressing  slowly,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so,  so  long  as  so  much  time  is  required  bv 
the  Educational  Department  for  me  to  spend  in  school, 
but  a  start  has  been  made.  There  was  a  request  from 
workers  at  Nyadiri  for  something  to  guide  them  in  doing 
personal  work  in  winning  others  to  Christ.  As  a  basis 
for  such  help,  I  used  Sherwood  Eddys  booklet,  lhe 
Greatest  Work  In  The  World",  which  has  been  issued 
by  the  National  Preaching  Mission  at  home.  Those  of 
the  African  Friends  who  have  read  it  say  they  are  finding 
it  useful.  Otherwise,  only  short  articles  have  been  pre- 
pared;  but  several  helpful  booklets  are  being  considered 
for   production   soon."  %

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Statistical  records  for  Nyadiri  Medical  work  in  1930 
reported  a  total  of  167  "  In-patients  "  cared  for.  Ten  years 
later,  1940,  records  showed  approximately  2,000  "In-pa- 
tients" cared  for,  while  the  number  of  patients  was 
increasing  year  by  year  yet  the  funds  for  their  car* 
remained  practically  the  same,  and  we  were  forced  to 
find  some  plan  which  would  add  to  our  appropriation 
and  aid  us  in  providing  more  adequate  care  for  the  in- 
creasing   numbers    of  patients. 

In  March  this  year  we  began  asking  all  in-patients  to 
bring  a  shilling,  this  amount  to  cover  their  hospita- 
lization for  as  long  a  period  as  was  necessary  for  their 
care  and  treatment.  While  it  seems  more  reasonable  and 
fair  to  charge  according  to  the  length  of  time  the  patient 
is  hospitalized,  yet  we  believe  our  plan  contributes  toward 
a  better  recovery  as  it  relieves  the  patient  of  any  financial 
worry,  once  he  has  been  admitted  to  the  hospital,  and 
no  one  need  leave  or  cut  his  treatment  short  because  of 
failure    to   find    additional    money. 

A  "  Hospital  Insurance  Plan "  was  thought  out  and 
offered  to  any  who  wanted  to  pay  an  amount  which  would 
cover  the  medical  care  for  the  year  for  himself  and  fam- 
ily. This  seemed  to  meet  with  great  favor  with  those 
living  on  the  Mission  and  with  people  on  the  Reserve 
near  by.  About  thirty  took  advantage  of  this  plan.  Out-pa- 
tients   pay    a    small    daily    charge. 

The  success  of  this  new  venture  has  been  both  surprising 
and  very  gratifying,  and  is  enabling  us  to  give  more 
adequate    treatment,   comfort    and   care    to    patients.    * 

Our  Nyadiri  orphanage  is  a  "House  full  of  joy".  It  is 
a  real  home  with  a  real  mother.  Our  thankfulness  goes 
up  to  God  daily  for  our  "Mother  Marian  Matare"  who 
loves  and  comforts  and  cares  for  all  the  little  ones  just 
as    if  they   were   her  very   own." 

We  have  a  deep  feeling  of  gratitude  for  the  valuable 
and  sympathetic  services  of  Dr.  Barnett  and  Dr.  Davis, 
Government  Medical  Officers  who  in  turn  served  Nyadiri 
in  the  past  year,  but  it  is  with  great  thankfulness  and 
anticipation  that  we  look  forward  to  the  greater  mission- 
ary service  which  is  made  possible  by  the  coming  of  Dr. 
Anderson,  our  own  mission  doctor". 

It  is  very  fitting  that  Doctor  Anderson  should  have  a 
place   in    this   report. 

''  Having  arrived  only  recently,  I  have  no  report  to  make. 
Doubtless  it  is  as  strange  to  you  as  it  is  to  me  that  I 
should  find  myself  here  at  this  age  in  life  and  the  baby 
of  the  Mission.  However,  I  believe  that  God  has  led  me  here, 
and    has    His  own  purpose  in    doing    so.     I    cannot    think 
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that  it  has  just  happened.  When  Brother  O'Farrell  first 
wrote  to  me  about  the  matter,  it  seemed  unthinkable  and  [ 
answered  to  that  effect.  But  later  on,  having  more  in- 
formation about  the  situation,  I  felt  that  it  might  be  con- 
sidered. Then  the  Board  urged  me  to  take  the  appointment. 
I  prayed  earnestly  about  it  and  asked  God  to  open  or 
close  the  door  as  He  might  see  fit  to  do.  Little  by  little 
the  door  opened,  and  here  I  am.  I  trust  that  it  may 
prove  a  blessing  to  the  people,  and  that  I  may  help  the 
people  to  establish  an  institution  of  their  own,  thoroughly 
Christian  in  its  management  and  properly  equipped  and 
furnished   in    every    way. 

I  am  sorry  that  my  sudden  departure  made  it  impossible  for 
Mrs.  Anderson  to  accompany  me.  She  will  follow  as  soon 
as  conditions  permit.  Robert  too  would  like  to  "see  Africa, 
as   he    writes,  but  that   is  still   an   open    question. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  warm  welcome  given  me  by  the 
people    and  the    Station." 

Our  Camp  Meeting  will  be  held  immediately  after  Confer- 
ence. This  year  we  shall  have  a  week  of  meetings  of  a 
little  different  type  for  the  Nyadiri  Students.  This  will 
come  later. 

The  two  ministers,  Rev.  M.  Muparutsa  and  Rev.  J.  Chi- 
tombo  have  not  spared  themselves  in  visiting  among  the 
stations  and  villages.  They  could  speak  of  some  things 
better  than  I  but  were  not  available  when  this  had  to  be 
written.  Three  of  the  four  men  from  this  District  who 
have  just  completed  their  Theological  Course,  have  been 
back  with  us  since  May,  filling  in  where  most  needed. 
Ebson  Zimonte  is  on  the  staff  at  Nyadiri,  Nason  Chigubo  is 
at  Chikuhwa,  and  Amon  Kajese  is  developing  the  new 
station  at  Chidakwa.  All  are  doing  well  and  have  added 
strength    to  the  teaching  staff. 

Jeanes  Teacher  Jonathan  Maranke  is  concentrating  on 
10  stations  where  he  is  obtaining  gratifying  results.  He  is 
holding  a  show  at  Manyika  in  the  near  future.  The  Inspec- 
tor is  attending. 

I  am  grateful  to  Rev.  Taylor  for  his  achievements  during 
the  past  year,  particularly  in  the  Agricultural  field:  the 
building  of  two  re-inforced  tanks  for  storing  mealies,  the 
securing  of  a  pure  bred  bull  for  the  dairy  herd.  The 
screening  of  the  windows  in  the  boys,  dormitory  has  been 
most  welcome.  Some  valuable  drainage  has  been  done, 
and   the   finances    have  been    well  cared    for. 

We  are  as  mindful  as  ever  of  the  pressing  needs  at  Nya- 
diri. Water,  Power  and  Lights  seem  to  head  the  list.  But 
thj   church,    more     dormitories,    and   further     development 
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at  the  hospital  seem  to  be  needed  just  as  much.  When 
at  home  we  worked  hard  to  get  funds  for  these  and  other 
projects.  Some  funds  came  in,  but  not  nearly  enough. 
I  believe  the  way  is  opened  for  more,  but  we  are  a  little 
disappointed.  However,  someone  reminded  me  recently 
that  people  are  much  more  important  than  things,  than 
even  buildings,  equipment  and  supplies.  I  believe  that  is 
correct. 

Perhaps  a  Conference  report  is  not  complete  without 
mentioning  efforts  that  have  not  succeeded,  plans  and 
lives  that  have  failed,  corrections  that  must  be  made,  and 
weaknesses  that  have  appeared.  We  are  fully  aware  of 
such  all  about  us,  bat  I  think  no  good  purpose  would 
be  served  in  burdening  you  with  it  here.  We  are  thinking  of 
these  things,  praying  over  them,  and  working  with  them 
daily.  We  do  however  realize  that  plans  and  rules  are 
not  enough.  The  Lord  seems  to  use  a  consecrated 
believing,  optimistic  personality  to  work  with  the  proper 
plans  and  rules  if  people  are  to  be  won  and  not  just 
driven.  How  we  would  like  to  qualify  as  such.  On  our 
furlough  we  spoke  very  often  of  our  desire  to  use  these 
years,  if  the  Lord  grants  us  years,  far  more  effectively 
than  any  we  have  yet  known,  in  understanding  people 
better,  in  witnessing  more  effectively,  in  inspiring  our  people 
to  seek  more  faithfully  the  higher  life.  Sometime  ago  the 
thought  for  the  day  in  The  Upper  Room  came  to  me 
with  singular  power,  and  has  remained  with  me.  It  was, 
"Christianity  is  that  high-hearted  courage  that  discovers 
Life's  finest  in  Life's  worst".  I  want  it  to  become  a  part 
of  my    creed. 


REPORT     OF     OLD     UMTALI     DISTRICT 
H.  E.  Taylor,         Superintendent 

Bishop    Springer    and   Fellow-Workers : 

The  Murphrees  having  left  on  furlough  on  Easter  Sunday 
afternoon,  I  took  over  as  Superintendent  of  that  date,  though 
the  actual  transfer  of  accounts  and  business  in  general 
had   actually   taken   place   several   days   previously. 

Mrs.  Taylor  and  I  appreciate  being  back  at  Old  Umtali 
among  our  old  friends  with  whom  we  have  lived  and  worked 
for  so  many  years,  although  there  was  a  wrench  and  sense 
of  loss  in  leaving  Nyadiri  where  we  had  spent  a  most  enjoyable 
year.  We  wish  to  thank  you  all  of  both  districts  that  we 
can   so  sincerely   say  this. 
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In  writing  a  report,  it  is  always  with  a  fear  that  some 
worthy  accomplishment  may  not  receive  comment.  So,  it  is 
with  some  relief  that  1  can  leave  it  to  the  head  of  each  unic 
to  write  what  has  been  considered  most  significant.  As 
might  be  expected,  however,  there  are  evidences  of  too  great 
modesty,  for  it  must  be  realized  that  their  reports  touch 
only  a  few  high  spots  of  what  has  been  accomplished  this, 
another  year  during  which  all  have  been  busy  and  have  been 
faced  with  more  to  be  done  than  could  be  encompassed. 

We   are   all   very   happy   for   the    Elassings,    who    have   so 
recently    entered    upon    their    new    relationship.      We    wish 
them   many   happy  and  blessed  years  in  our  midst   in  His 
service.     Rev.    Hassing's    report    follows: 
Churches  and    Schools   of   the    Circuits 

In  Old  Umtali  District  there  are  28  aided  village  schools, 
9  Bible  schools  and  7  preaching  appointments.  Since  last 
Conference  I  have  made  125  visits  to  these  places.  Being 
my  first  year  in  the  work,  most  of  my  time  has  gone  to  get 
acquainted  with  the  people  and  find  out  what  the  situation 
is  in  the  different  places. 

As  I  have  gone  from  station  to  station,  I  have  realised 
two  things.  First,  the  tremendous  work  the  missionaries 
before  me  have  done;  second,  the  great  opportunities  yet 
unused  and  the  vast  field  waiting  for  cultivation.  There  are 
5  ministers  and  57  teachers  in  the  stations,  but  they  are  far 
from  enough.  There  is  a  great  need  for  more,  higher  qual- 
ified and  spiritually  minded  teachers  that  are  willing  to 
serve  for  the  sake  of  the  work  itself  and  for  Christ's  sake. 

As  it  is  now,  most  of  our  time  -  both  the  missionary  and 
the  African  helper'  -  is  taken  up  by  school  work,  and  some 
means  should  be  found  by  which  the  evangelistic  work  would 
be  done,  especially  in  the  more  needy  places.  More  should 
also  be  done  to  give  our  ministers  greater  inspiration,  and 
to  form  and  edify  the  spiritual  life  of  our  membership.  It 
was  a  great  experience  to  take  part  in  one  of  the  three  camp 
meetings  held  in  the  district.  It  was  both  interesting  and 
inspiring.  But  it  is  not  enough.  Some  means  should  be 
found  to  strengthen  the  local  congregation  and  make  it  a 
center  of   evangelism. 

The  Quarterly  Conferences  are  great  events,  and  it  looks 
like  our  people  look  forward  to  them  for  inspiration,  fellow- 
ship and  help.  There  have  been  190  new  members  received 
this   year  in   the  outstations    alone. 

New  school  buildings  have  been  erected  at  Wengo,  Rupinda, 
Manyora,  Chinyadza,  and  other  one  sare  under  construction 
at  Mukahanana,  G-andanzara,  Zuzi,  Mundenda  and  Nyamu- 
kwarara.  At  Chitenderano  a  new  parsonage  has  been 
erected. 
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At  Nyakatsapa  a  small  start  has  been  made  on  a  village 
boarding  establishment  and  a  new  building  constructed  for 
that  purpose. 

The  Rukwadzano  Rhwe  W  adzimai  is  working  well,  and 
is    the    means   of  conversion  for   many   people. 

The  year  has  been  a  very  interesting  and  inspiring  one, 
with  many  new  and  happy  experiences  in  the  service 
of   Christ. 

Old  Umtali   Mission. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Braithwaite  are  away  to  Natal  on 
their  annual  one  month's  holiday.  We  very  much  appreciate 
their  loyal  service.  Mr.  Braithwaite  left  a  few  notes  upon 
which  I  have  built  up  a  report  on  the  agricultural  work  at 
Old  Umtali,  as  follows  :- 

Rainfall  was  below  normal,  with  the  first  rains  coming  late 
and  the  January  and  and  February  rainfall  well  distributed. 
Mr.  Huie  and  his  helpers  worked  hard,  so  that,  with  the 
help  of  the  tractor  they  were  enabled  to  get  in  about  200 
acres  of  mealies,  100  acres  of  Sunn  hemp  ,  and  about  20  acres 
of  beans.  The  harvest  is  1630  bags  of  maize,  59  bags  of 
beans,  and  probably  60  bags  of  Sunn  hemp  seed.  A  good  lot 
of  wheat,  barley  and  oats  are  coming  on.  6,000  eucalyptus, 
and  1,200  pines  were  transplanted ;  pig  sties  have  been 
rethatched;  and  a  concrete  threshing  floor  laid.  The 
demonstration  plots,  kraal  school  garden,  boys'  individual 
gardens,  and  the  boys '  general  vegetable  garden  are 
exceptionally  good  and  have  had  the  high  praise  of  both 
industrial    and   academic  inspectors. 

The  pigs  continue  to  improve  in  quality,  are  doing  well, 
and  greatly  enhance  the  income.  We  now  have  15  good 
young   sows   just   coming   to   a   profitable   age. 

Further,  I  would  point  out  that  fencing,  a  permanent 
pasture  scheme,  contouring  of  all  farm  lands,  reestablishing 
of  a  rotation  scheme,  suitable  agricultural  class  rooms  and 
a  big  general-utility  building,  are  among  the  most  needed 
developments  on  the  farm. 

Fairfield    Girls'    School 

At  Fairfield  the  usual  activities  have  been  carried  with 
some  what  more  than  the  usual  interest'  The  97  girls  in  the 
hostel  are  becoming  more  appreciative  of  the  opportunities 
school    offers. 

While  there  has  been  no  increase  in  the  number  of  girls, 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  classes  has  created  an  urgent 
demand  for  more  space.  The  new  room  for  needle  work 
meets  a  very  great  need.  Here  the  Teacher  Training 
students  meet  for  their  class  work  and  practice  teaching. 
On  other   days    the   room  is    used   for   classes    in    basketry 
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agriculture,  etc. 

One  of  the  girls'  dining  rooms  has  been  reconditioned  for  a 
Domestic  Science  Kitchen  for  the  Standard  Six  cookery 
classes.  This  room  and  equipment  are  adequate  for  the 
present,  but    we    expect   to    outgrow    them   in    a   few  years. 

A  long-felt  need  has  been  met  this  year,  with  the  building 
of  a  model  African  home.  Much  of  the  work,  including  the  lay 
ing  out  and  planting  of  kitchen  and  flower  gardens,  the 
painting  and  white-washing  inside,  the  hanging  of  pictures, 
and  the  making  of  small  cupboards  was  done  by  the  iris 
themselves.  The  aim  has  been  simplicity  and  nothing  ghas 
been  done  that  they  could  not  duplicate  in  their  own  homes. 
The  girls  from  Standard  Six  come  into  the  home  in  groups  of 
four.  Each  girl  chooses  a  baby  from  among  the 
orphans  and  has  complete  charge  of  it  during  the  full  period 
of  six  weeks.  No  food  is  supplied  except  what  they  buy  out 
of  the  allowance  they  are  givei  -  One  pound  ten  shillings  for 
three  weeks.  Two  of  the  girls  do  the  cooking  and  buying 
for  this  period  and  then  the  other  two  take  their  turn.  Thus 
they  all  get  a  chance  to  learn  how  to  spend  money  wisely, 
as  well  as  what  the  running  of  a  home  amounts  to.  They 
also  have  fowls  and  if  they  have  a  surplus  of  eggs  or  vegeta- 
bles they  are  allowed  to  sell  them  and  add  to  their  allowance. 
When  they  receive  their  allowance  the  first  thing  they  do  is 
set  aside  their  tithe  for  church  and  missionary  offerings. 

The  orphanage  still  seems  to  grow,  for  we  end  this 
conference  year  with  25  babies.  Many  of  the  older  ones 
have  gone  home,  and  out  of  the  remaining  ones  the  eldest 
is   not   yet   three. 

The  Wayfarers  continue  to  grow  both  in  numbers  and 
effectiveness.  Their  war  effort  has  been  admirable  and 
they  have  rendered  much  helpful  service  that  could  not  be 
recorded  in  a  report  of  this  kind.  They,  with  the  teachers 
and  House  leaders  have  contributed  to  every  phase  of 
progress  in  the  school. 

The   Teacher  Training  and  Academic  Department 

Appreciation  should  be  expressed  for  the  faithful  and 
devoted  work  of  the  teachers.  They  have  been  loyal  and 
cooperative  and  have  given  themselves  to  their  pupils  and  to 
their  tasks  with  an  excellent  spirit.  With  so  large  a  staff  it  is 
not  possible  in  a  brief  space  to  speak  of  the  work  of  each  one 
individually,  but  I  should  like  to  make  special  mention  of 
the  very  fine  work  done  by  Miss  Jessie  Pfaff  and  Miss  Lois 
Pfaff.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  both  of  them  will  return 
after  their  well  -  earned  furlough.  It  was  a  joy  to  welcome 
Miss  Fuller  into  our  missionary  ranks  again.  Through  the 
past  ten  years  we  had  hoped  that  someday  she  would  return 
to  Africa,  and  we  thank  God  that  in  His  Providence  she  has 
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been  lei  to  return  to  witness  and  to  labor  for  Christ  in  this 
land.  She  has  taken  over  from  Miss  Jessie  Pfaff  the  Princi- 
palship  of  the  Central  Primary  School  in  addition  to  teach- 
ing one  of  the  Std.  6  classes. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor  were  gladly  welcomed  to  Old  Umtali 
again  this  year.  It  is  both  natural  and  pleasing  to  have 
them  as  neighbours,  friends  and  co-workers.  The  simple 
expedient  of  holding  a  "Men's  Meeting"  once  a  week  for  the 
consideration  of  the  policy,  program,  and  routine  matters 
that  arise  in  the  conduct  of  any  institution  has  proven  a 
great  help  in  promotiug  mutual  understanding,  good-will, 
agreement,  and  confidence.  The  tone  and  morale  have 
greatly  improved. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  new  Teacher  Training  Course 
which  was  1939,  11  pupils  enrolled.  The  next  year,  the 
number  in  the  two  classes  was  16,  and  this  year  the  number 
is  25.  We  hope  there  will  be  a  steady  increasing  from  year 
to  vear.  There  were  eight  pupils  presented  for  the  annual 
government  examinations,  of  whom  six  passed.  We  are 
very  pleased  and  gratified  with  the  high  quality  and  sturdy 
Christian  character  of  the  candidates  who  have  come  to  us 
from  the  various  centers  for  this  Teacher  Training  Course. 
They  are  a  group  with  whom  it  is  a  joy  to  work.  The  staff 
is  conscious  of  the  great  responsibility  placed  upon  it,  and  the 
privilege  also,  in  the  opportunity  of  preparing  these  young 
men  and  women  for  the  noble  task  of  teaching  the  children 
of  Africa  and  of  preaching  the  Gospel  amongst  the  people. 

Medical    Department 

During  the  past  year  we  have  often  been  reminded  of  the 
words  of  Jesus  -  "Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields  for 
they  are  white  already  to  harvest"  -  The  seed  planted  by 
our  first  missionaries,  of  their  work  and  of  their  lives  is 
bearing  fruit.  Their  dreams  for  the  future  Africa  are  begin- 
ning to  be  realised.  People  are  increasingly  not  only 
willing  but  anxious  to  come  to  us  in  time  of  sickness  and  of 
need.  In  many  far  away  villages  people  have  seen  that 
there  is  help  to  be  found  and  light  for  those  in  darkness,  and 
so  they  come.  We  as  workers  among  the  sick  in  body  are 
constantly  reminded  that  we  have  a  threefold  task  in  our 
work,  to  heal,  to  save  and  to  teach.  We  end  many  days 
with  sad  hearts  in  the  feeling  that  our  day  has  been  too 
crowded  with  routine  tasks  to  find  time  or  strength  for 
definite  spiritual  work. 

The  weekly  clinic  for  the  village  patients  has  become  a 
fixed  contact  between  them  and  us.  During  these  clinic 
hours  we  again  and  again  look  into  untold  misery  and 
suffering. 
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In  the  early  part  of  this  year  we  were  able  to  make  the 
last  payment  on  the  new  Hospital  unit.  It  is  a  wonderful 
feeling  to  be  free  from  debt.  How  often  we  have  wished  to 
have  a  little  more  funds  at  our  disposal.  Our  most  urgent 
need  now  is  to  build  a  home  for  our  native  nurses  so  that 
the  room  they  now  occupy  can  be  used  for  a  second 
maternity  ward. 

During  the  year  we  have  treated  both  as  inpatients  and 
outpatients  many  and  various  ailments  and  we  once  more 
look  forward  to  a  new  Conference  year  with  all  its  opportu- 
nities. 

"There   is    a  lot  to  life  if  I  only  put 

A  lot  into  life  as  I  live  it : 
There  is  a  lot  to  give,  if  I  only  have 

The  faith  and  the  love  to  give  it : 

There  is  a  lot  of  strength  that  will  run  to  waste 
Unless  I  know  how  to  use  it  : 

There  is  a  lot  of  love  that  will  right  all  wrong 
If  only  I  don't  abuse  it." 

Old  Umtali     Church 

Rev.  Isaiah  Munjoma  reports  as  follows :- 
"It  is  with  joy  that  I  report  the  worK  of  Old  Umtali 
Church.  God  has  a  place  for  everyone,  high  or  low.  In 
January  of  this  year  I  was  appointed  pastor  of  this  church, 
after  one  year's  leave  following  31  years  of  work.  I  felt 
fresh  as  I  took  the  work  of  our  Master  once  more. 

Every  Sunday  the  church  is  well  attended  by  both 
Missionaries  and  Africans.  The  first  duty  I  thought  of  was 
to  make  a  plan  so  as  to  give  a  chance  to  the  missionaries 
that  they  might  hear  more  in  their  own  tongue  the  Gospel 
of  the  Lord,  and  as  well,  keep  in  touch  with  our 
surroundings. 

Our  33  local  preachers  are  out  every  Sunday  in  numbers 
enough  to  conduct  services  at  some  farms  and  mines  around 
Old  Umtali.  Reports  are  sometimes  good  and  sometimes 
not.  Nevertheless,  we  are  planting  the  seeds.  God  will 
make  it  grow. 

As  I  have  said  before,  it  is  a  joy  to  me  to  find  a  place  to 
work  with  the  group  of  missionaries  here  at  Old  Umtali. 
It  is  so  nice  to  work  with  such  a  group.  Mistakes  were 
made  many  a  time,  and  many  a  time  they  were  so  patient 
that  you  will  hear  no  complaint  from  them,  but  they  are 
always    ready   to   help.     Yes,   such  as    I    need    their     help. 
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Membership 

56  full  members  were  received  during  the  year,  15  children 
were  baptized  and  8  were  received  on  probation. 

In  conclusion,  I  thank  God  for  His  mercy  and  guidance 
for  32  years  during  which  I  have  not  missed  one  conference 
session,  though  I  hear  many  people  say  that  my  hair  is 
getting  to  be  so  white.  I  said,  "Yes,  I  began  this  work 
when  I  was  quite  a  young  man."  Some  of  the  missionaries 
know  that  they  used  to  call  me  "Very  Nice,"  but  today  they 
are  not.     Why,  I  do  not  know  !" 

God  Bless  Africa 

Brother  Isaiah's  spirit  as  he  goes  about  his  work  is  an 
inspiration,  and  we  all  know  that  there  is  a  great  work  for 
him  to  do  here.  Blessings  on  him  and  on  us  all  as  he  under- 
takes the  service.  In  his  report  he  comments  on  our  not 
using  his  old  name,  "Very  Nice,"  as  though  our  not  doing  so 
seems  to  indicate  that  we  think  he  would  not  like  to  have 
us  do  it  any  more.  Interpreting  as  I  do  that  comment,  I  am 
proud  and  happy  to  claim  him  as  a  friend  and  Christian 
brother.  The  humble  desire  to  do  God's  work  is  behind  it. 
To  our  African  people  I  wish  to  say  in  conclusion,  "Though 
I  may  have  often  failed  to  show  my  appreciation  of  you 
and  have  often  been  impatient,  yet,  I  do  take  courage  to  go 
on  as  I  have  seen  your  patience  with  me.' 


REPORT     OF     THE     UMTALI     DISTRICT 

E.  L.  Sells,       Superintendent 

Bishop  Springer  and  Fellow  -  Workers  : 

"Earth's  crammed  with  heaven, 
And  every  common  bush  afire  with  God  ; 
But  only  he  who  sees  takes  off  his  shoes." 

so  wrote  Elizabeth  Browning. 

The  tasks  and  surroundings  for  the  work  that  God  has 
given  us  to  do  throughout  this  past  year  have  been  "crammed 
with  heaven"  and  the  common  things  have  revealed  the 
glory  of  God.  No  doubt  "we  Sinais  climb  and  know  it  not.' 
Like  Jesus  we  seek  to  see  in  every  lily  of  the  field  the 
artistry  of  God  and  in  every  bird  of  the  air  the  sustaining 
grace  and  power  of  the  divine. 

What  the  humble  and  devoted  efforts  of  the  staff  of  the 
Umtali  District  have  accomplished  during  the  year  cannot 
be  evaluated  by  statistics,  buildings,  increases  or  hopes.     We 
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have  all  set  ourselves  to  the  task  of  doing  our  duty  day  by 
day.  These  daily  toils  have  accumulated  with  increased 
fruitage. 

As  to  membership  gains  and  losses,  this  year  has  been 
equal  to  almost  any  of  the  past  five  years.  As  to  self  support 
and  local  church  offerings  these  two  reflect  the  continued 
devotion  and  loyal  labour  of  the  church  leaders.  The  ideal 
has  not  been  reached  and  probably  never  will  as  long  as  we 
are  working  with  human  beings  who  are  moved  by  a  thous- 
and different  interests,  the  majority  of  which  are  material. 
Truly  "God  moves  in  a  mysterious  way  His  wonders  to 
perform." 

We  are  reporting  the  work  briefly  by  Circuits  : 

Umtali 

The  Umtali  Circuit  represents  a  real  cross  section  of 
Rhodesian  life  and  interests,  It  covers  every  phase  and 
interest  of  the  life  of  Umtali,  working  among  four  distinct 
races:  European,  Coloured,  Indian,  and  African. 

St.  Andrew's  Church 

The  membership  of  the  Church  is  159  and  the  total  con- 
stituency is  around  three  hundred.  The  work  consists  of 
conducting  the  regular  church  services  and  week  day  activi- 
ties, visiting  in  the  homes  of  constituency  and  in  the 
hospitals,  teaching  six  Scripture  classes  in  the  Government 
Schools  and  co-operating  with  every  agency  or  organization 
in  Umtali  that  is  working  for  the  good  of  the  people. 

Organization  of  the  Church  : 

The  Sunday  School  has  an  enrolment  of  95.  We  are 
greatly  in  need  of  the  Sunday  School  Hall  that  will  some 
day  come  into  being.  With  so  many  of  our  young  people  away 
on  war  work  and  active  service  we  find  it  difficult  to  find 
sufficient  teachers  for  the  classes.  Tribute  should  be  given 
to  Mr.  H.  W.  F.  Hill  who  has  completed  twenty-six  years 
as  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent. 

The  Ladies  League  has  carried  on  its  splendid  work  with 
the  same  spirit  and  devotion  that  has  always  characterized 
its  efforts.  The  House  of  Worship  has  been  beautified  with 
new  carpets  and  the  League  has  paid  all  the  expenses  of  the 
upkeep  of  the  building.  The  Ladies  have  led  in  the  social 
and  devotional  life  of  the  Church. 

The  Young  Peoples  Guild  made  up  of  thirty-five  young 
people  carries  on  its  work  with  vigor  and  devotion.  The 
fortnightly  programmes  reveal  the  serious  and  widespread 
interests  of  our  Young  People.  They  are  very  loyal  to 
the  Church  and  the  Sunday  Services. 
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The  Quarterly  Meetings  have  been  well  attended  and  the 
Stewards  have  given  considerable  time  and  thought  to  the 
work.  The  total  contributions  for  the  year  were  £210.  11.  5 
with  an  expenditure  of  £202.  11.  5.  This  includes  the 
ministerial  support  but  does  not  include  the  liberal  support 
by  the  Ladies  League  in  the  upkeep  of  the  Church  property. 

Coloured  and  Indian  Work 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  P.  B.  Christian  have  completed  three  years 
of  work  in  Umtali  and  vicinity.  It  is  difficult  to  evaluate 
the  fine  work  that  has  been  done  and  the  devoted  service 
that  they  have  rendered.  The  work  consists  mainly  of 
conducting  a  Sunday  School  attended  by  thirty  children, 
holding  prayer  meetings,  working  in  the  Coloured  Women's 
Association,  teaching  Scripture  in  the  School,  visiting  in  the 
homes  and  at  the  hospital  and  the  distribution  of  Scripture 
portions  and  tracts. 

The  Methodist  Missionary  Society  of  India  requested  that 
their  missionaries  remain  with  us  for  two  more  years  and 
agreed  to  contribute  500  rupees  a  year  towards  their  support. 
This  sign  of  Indian  interest  and  missionary  spirit  should 
encourage  our  African  Missionary  Society  to  undertake 
their  work  in  the  near  future. 

African  Work 

The  Superintendent  of  the  African  Girls'  Hostel  writes: 
"The  hostel  for  African  girls  has  been  brought  to  the  notice 
of  other  communities  especially  this  year  because  there  is 
talk  of  the  establishment  of  hostels  in  some  of  the  other 
towns.  Many  girls  are  coming  to  those  towns  to  work  and 
they  have  no  safe  place  to  call  home  or  anyone  whose 
business  it  is  to  help  them  find  suitable  employment. 

Knowing  the  dangers  of  a  town,  we  do  not  encourage  girls 
to  come  but  as  many  really  want  work  and  are  coming,  we 
want  to  do  all  possible  for  them. 

We  help  some  women  and  girls  who  seek  a  place  to  stay 
when  passing  through  town  or  when  they  come  on  errands. 
We  wish  more  of  these  would  stay  with  us  instead  of  with  rela 
tives  or  friends  who  do  not  have  room  for  them  or  have  unsafe 
places.  We  urge  the  ministers  and  others  to  again  tell 
the  girls  of  the  hostel.  Lately  two  girls  with  their  girl 
friends  have  stayed  with  us  when  they  came  to  make 
arrangements    for  their   marriages." 
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The  Rev.  Titus  Maranke  writes  : 

"The  services  of  the  church  are  well  attended.  On  Sun- 
day afternoon  there  are  between  five  and  six  hundred 
present  for  the  time  of  worship.  There  are  four  Sunday- 
Schools  held  in  connection  with  the  church,  attended  by 
more  than  three  hundred.  Ten  class  meetings  are  held 
during-  the  week.  Once  a  month  there  is  a  Stewards  and 
Leaders    Meeting. 

Our  Church  in  Umtali  is  coming  to  be  known  as  the 
Church  on  the  hill.  The  building  is  not  finished  yet. 
The  window  glass  needs  to  be  put  in  and  the  tower 
finished.  The  people  contributed  £  18  as  the  self  denial 
offering  at  Easter  time  for  the  Building  Fund.  We  are 
doing  our  best  to  raise  the  money  necessary  to  finish 
our  building.  With  so  many  calls  for  the  war  funds  we 
cannot  go  so  very  fast  at  the  present  time.  The  building 
has  been  wired  for  electricity  but  we  are  unable  to 
get  the  Municipality  to  connect  with  their  lines.  This 
is  due  to  the  lack  of  materials  and  poles.  The  Mayor 
has  promised  to  see  that  the  connection  is  made  as  soon 
as  possible.  We  find  it  at  present  impossible  to  hold 
good    evening    meetings    with    the    paraffin   lanterns. 

The  Rukwadzano  rwe  Wadzimayi  are  doing  a  very  good 
work  in  visiting  the  sick  and  helping  to  care  for  them. 
They  talk  with  many  women  about  the  Lord  Jesus  and 
persuade    some    to    live    the    good    clean    life. 

We  are  forced  to  hold  our  eveniug  service  in  the  Location 
under  the  electric  light  pole  because  of  no  lights  in  the 
building. 

The  Day  and  Evening  Schools  are  going  smoothly  and 
steadily  forward  with  now  three  hundred  pupils.  We  have 
troops  of  Pathfinders,  Wayfarers,  and  Sunbeams.  Of  course 
the  Evening  School  would  have  many  times  more  pupils 
if    we    had   the    lights. 

We  thank  God  for  the  good  place  that  He  has  given 
us  in  the  hearts  of  the  Umtali  people  and  for  all  the 
kind  help  that  comes  to  us  from  our  people.  Our  church 
is  truly  as  Jesus  said,  "A  light  on  a  hill  that  cannot 
be   hid." 

MARANQE     CIRCUIT 

There  are  fourteen  organized  churches  in  the  country 
of  Bocha.  The  staff  consists  of  the  Minister,  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Marange,  thirty-six  local  preachers  (  the  majority 
of   them    are    volunteer    workers ),    and   nine    exhorters. 

All  of  these  Local  Preachers  have  been  used  to  assist 
in  conducting  the  services  and  meetings  by  the  aid  of 
a  Preaching  Plan  that  has  been  splendidly  carried  on 
throughout  the  year. 
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The  Rukwadzana  has  done  excellent  work  and  has  co- 
operated in  every  way  with  the  Minister  and  the  Preachers. 

The  Quarterly  Meetings  have  been  well  attended.  The 
contributions  for  the  support  of  the  Circuit  reached  the 
total   of    £  193.  16.  7. 

A  very  successful  Camp  Meeting  was  concluded  last 
week   at    Makomwe. 

Schools 

There  are  ten  schools,  that  are  taught  by  19  teachers,  with 
an  enrolment  of  1,135  pupils.  Considerable  progress  has 
been  made  during  the  year  in  erecting  three  three-room 
school  buildings.  The  remaining  buildings  are  all  in  good 
condition. 

Makomwe  has  taken  the  lead  in  the  development  of  a 
central  school  at  the  site  where  the  late  Dr.  E.  H.  Greeley 
opened  the  Mission  work  in  that  country  in  1905.  Rev. 
Silas  Kasambira  is  the  head  teacher  of  the  school.  The 
school  is  only  in  its  infancy.  There  are  245  children  enrolled. 

In  spite  of  the  drought  last  year  all  the  school  rotation 
gardens  were  excellent.  The  industrial  work  is  gradually 
coming  into  its  own. 

ZIMUNYA     CIRCUIT 

Due  to  the  proximity  of  the  Circuit  to  Utntali  there  are 
many  problems  that  arise  that  do  not  affect  Marange.  Great 
advance  has  been  made  during  the  past  few  years. 

There  are  fourteen  churches  on  the  Circuit.  These  are 
scattered  over  the  Reserve,  the  Native  Purchase  Area,  the 
Native  Occupation  Area  and  on  farms.  Fifty  Local  Prea- 
chers, more  than  half  being  voluntary  workers,  assist  the 
minister,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Katsidzira,  with  the  services 
and  visiting  work. 

The  buildings  are  in  fairly  good  condition.  Several  new 
buildings  are  now  in  the  process  of  being  erected. 

The  contributions  of  the  local  churches  for  the  year  were 
£211.7.0.  In  addition  considerable  amounts  were  con- 
tributed for  building  operations. 

The  Rukwadzana  has  faithfully  carried  on  and  greatly 
assisted  in  every  phase  of  the  church  work.  A  two-days 
meeting  for  girls  was  recently  conducted  by  the  minister. 
This  was  well  attended  and  appreciated  by  the  girls. 

Schools 

There  are  nine  schools,  staffed  by  18  teachers  with  an 
enrolment  of  1152  pupils.  Four  three-room  buildings '  are 
now  in  the  process  of  erection.  The  one  at  Chitakatira 
will   be    ready  for   use    when   school   re-opens   this    month. 
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The  school  gardens  as  a  whole  have  done  well  and  the 
industrial  work  is  slowly   improving. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  IN  THE  AFRICAN  CIRCUITS 

The  Sunday  Schools  in  the  African  Circuits  are  almost 
an  unknown  quantity.  All  that  can  be  said  from  our  Dis- 
trict observation  is  that  supervision  and  assistance  is 
greatly  needed  beyond  what  can  now  be  given.  It  seems  to 
us  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  a  full-time  Conference 
Director  of  Sunday  Schools  should  be  appointed.  Many  of 
our  African  ministers  are  qualified  to  render  such  a  service 
and  would  greatly  help  increase  and  extend  the  fine  work 
that  has  bepn  done  in  the  past.  We  request  that  the 
Board  of  Sunday  Schools  give  this  matter  careful  con- 
sideration. 

Our  problems  are  legion,  but  we  realize  that  they  can- 
not be  taken  care  of  by  merely  putting  the  same  in  a 
report.  We  need  frank  and  mutual  discussion  in  dealing 
with  these  things.  We  close  this  brief  summary  in  the 
words   of   the    hymn  : 

"O   Master,    let   me    walk    with    Thee 
In   lowly   paths   of   service   free ; 
Thy    secret    tell;    help    me    to    bear 
The   strain    of  toil,   the   fret    of  care ; 
Help    me   the   slow    of  heart   to   move 
By    some    clear   winning    word    of   love ; 
Teach    me   the    wayward   feet   to    stay, 
And   guide   them   in   the   homeward    way. 

Teach   me    Thy   patience ;   still    with    Thee 
In   closer,   dearer   company, 
In   work   that    keeps   faith    sweet    and    strong, 
In   trust   that   triumphs   over    wrong, 
In   hope   that   sends    a    shining   raj- 
Far  down  the  future's  broadening  way, 
In  peace  that  only  Thou  canst  give, 
With  Thee,  O  Master,  let  me  live  ! "

1.  The  name  of  Rev.  Clifford  Faku  was  presented  to 
the  Committee,  together  with  a  letter  from  his  physician, 
after  consideration  of  which  the  committee  recommended 
that    he   be    given   the   Supernumerary    Relation. 

2.  The  names  of  the  following  were  candidates  presented:

They  brought  evidence  that  they  had  completed  the 
course  in  the  Theological  School,  and  had  passed  the 
required    examination    in   the    Discipline.

They  satisfied  the  committee  in  answering  the  questions 
as  to  their  call  to  the  ministry  and  their  purpose  in 
pursuing  this  calling,  and  all  signed  the  statement  as  to 
abstinence  from  the  use  of  tobacco  and  liquor.

Board    of    Education 

We    recommend    that :  - 

1.  The  Committee  that  had  been  appointed  last  year 
to  revise  the  Primary  School  schemes  be  asked  to 
continue  their  work,  with  Miss  M.  Fuller,  P.  Hassing, 
and  E.  Chieza  replacing  Miss  J.  Pfaff,  and  J.  Nduna. 
The  rocord  books  that  accompany  these  schemes  be 
discontinued   in   their    present   form.     That  this  com- 
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mittee    also    work    out  suitable    time  tables  for  village 
schools    with    more    than    two    teachers. 

2.  The  matter  of  the  Union  Training  School  (  with 
Mt.  Silinda  Rusitu,  an  1  Old  Umtali  co-operating) 
be  referred  to  the  Hartzell  Training  School  Advisory 
Council  for  investigation  without  approaching  the 
other  schools  and  that  a  report  be  given  at  the  next 
Conference. 

3.  That  Oxford  Reader,  Book  I,  pages  1-30  be  used  in 
Sub  B,  the  remainder  in  Std.  I;  Book  II  in  Std. 
II;    and    Book    III    in    Std.    Ill,    etc. 

4.  The  matter  of  salary  for  students  who  failed  Teacher 
Training  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  for 
individual    consideration. 

5.  The  minimum  tuition  for  all  day  students  in  the  Sub- 
Standards  in  connection  with  the  Central  Primary 
Schools  be  five  shillings,  and  the  minimum  tuition 
for  all  day  students  in  the  Standards  at  the  Central 
Primary    Schools    be    nine    shillings. 

6.  The  uniform  application  blank  for  boys,  which  the 
Committee    presented,    be    used    at    all    our    Missions. 

7.  That  the  Committee  to  administer  the  Student  Loan 
Fund  be  alloved  to  work  out  additional  rules  as 
per    the   following    Constitution  : 

The   Student  Loan  Fund 

Purpose 

The  aim  of  this  fund  is  to  assist  worthy  African  students, 
whose  purpose  is  to  enter  the  service  of  The  Methodist 
Church,    to    continue    their   education  beyond  Standard  VI. 

Funds 

To  secure  money  for  this  purpose,  an  annual  collection 
is  to  be  taken  in  each  Sunday  School  of  the  Conference 
on  Methodist  Student  Day.  The  proceeds  of  these  collections 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  who  will 
forward  them  to  the  Conference  Student  Loan  Treasurer 
who  shall  be  an  African.  The  Treasurer  shall  report  to 
the  Conference  at  its  yearly  sessions,  and  his  books  shall 
be    audited. 

Committee 

A  committee  of  five — three  Africans  and  two  missionaries, 
as  representative  of  the  different  districts  as  possible 
shall  be  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Education  and 
elected  by  the  Conference  to  consider  applications  and  to 
distribute    the   funds. 
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Loans 

Loans  shall  be  made  only  to  students  who  are  members 
of  The  Methodist  Church  in  good  standing  and  who  are 
thought    to    be    worthy    of   assistance. 

No  student  shall  receive  more  than  five  pounds  in  any 
one  year.  This  is  to  be  free  of  interest  until  one  year 
after  the  student  leaves  school.  At  that  time  the  unpaid 
portion  of  the  loan  shall  begin  to  draw  interest  at  four 
percent.  The  loan  must  be  repaid  in  annual  installments, 
beginning  the  first  year,  not  smaller  than  the  amounts 
received  annually  by  the  student.  The  entire  loan  may 
be    repaid    as    early   as   the   student    desires.

Committee    on     Interdenominational    Relations 

1.  That  a  joint  Methodist  Council  be  formed,  member- 
ship in  which  from  our  church  shall  consist  of  the 
District  Superintendents,  P.  B.  Christian,  one  Eu- 
ropean Layman  to  be  chosen  by  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
and  two  African  ministers  -  Samuel  Chieza  to  represent 
our  rural  Africans  and  Titus  Maranke  to  represent 
our   urban   Africans. 

2.  That  we  accept  the  following  statement  of  the  Rev. 
Herbert  Carter,  Chairman  of  the  Synod,  as  defining 
the  purpose  of  the  proposed  joint  council:-"  We  agree 
that  the  present  co-operation  at  Umtali,  Salisbury, 
and  Bulawayo  is  working  with  great  satisfaction, 
and  it  is  our  desire  to  deepen  and  extend  our  joint 
efforts.  Rejoicing  as  we  do  in  the  drawing  together 
of  the  American  and  British  peoples  in  other  spheres, 
we  are  determined  that  in  Christian  service  in  Rho- 
desia we  will  not  wait  for  any  calamity  or  stress 
to  drive  us  together,  but  will  actively  pursue  that 
object   now." 

3.  That  the  meeting  of  the  Joint  Council  be  held  at  a 
time  and  place  agreed  upon  by  mutual  discussion, 
probably  about  midway  between  the  meeting  of  Synod 
and   Conference,   that   is,    in   May. 

4.  That  officers  of  the  Conference  section  of  the  Meth- 
odist Joint  Council  be  the  Chairman  and  Secretary 
of   the   Superintendents    of   the    Conference. 

The  matter  of  a  chaplain  at  Umtali  having  been  re- 
ferred to  the  Superintendents  (the  Cabinet)  for  consid- 
eration and  they  having  expressed  approval  of  the  proposed 
appointment  of  the  Rev.  Oliver  Roebuck  of  the  Synod 
to   that   service,   we    accept    gladly. 
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In  regard  to  cooperation  in  literature,  the  matter  was 
referred  to  die  Publishing  Committee,  which  elected  the 
Rev.  H.  I.  James  to  confer  and  co-operate  with  a  similar 
Committee    of   the    Synod.

The   following   Constitution    is    hereby    submitted. 

Name 

The  name  shall  be  the  Methodist  Historical  Society  of 
the    Rhodesia    Conference. 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Society  is  to  preserve  the  records 
of  the  Conference,  gather  information  concerning  its  or- 
ganisation, its  past  history,  its  former  members,  to  collect 
all  data  of  interest,  and  to  preserve  these  for  future 
generations. 

Membership 

The  Historical  Society  shall  be  made  up  of  members 
of  the  Methodist  Church  recommended  by  a  member  of 
the    Society. 

Subscription 

The  annual  subscription  shall  be  a  half-crown  for  African 
members  and  ten  shillings  for  Missionaries,  or  something 
of   historical    interest. 

Officers 

The  Society  shall  organize  with  the  following  officers 
who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Society  :  President, 
Vice-President,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  Custodian-Archi- 
vist. 

Meetings 

The  Historical  Society  shall  bold  at  least  one  public 
meeting  during  the  year,  and  others  if  desired,  at  which 
plans  may  be  discussed,  projects  undertaken,  and  matters 
of  historical    interest    presented. 

Quorum 

Half  of  the  membership  is  required  to  be  present  to 
constitute    a  quorum. 

Property 

All  property  placed  in  the  archives  is  the  property  of 
the   Conference. 
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Tiiis  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  except  by  the  vote 
of   the    Conference,    in    concurrence    with    two-thirds    vote 
of   the   Society,    an!    such    alterations  mast  be  in    harmony 
with    the    Discipline    of   The    Methodist    Church. 
The    Committee    nominates   as  its   officers  the  following  : 
President— T.    A.    O'Farrell 
Vice-President — Thomas    Marange 
Secretary-Treasurer — Miss    Marguerite    Deyo 
Custodian-Archivist — E.    L.    Sells 

The  charter  members  of  the  Methodist  Historical  S@®iety 
shall  be  the  members  of  the  3Utori«>al  Committe  and  those 
who  join  before  the  close  of  the  session  of  Conference.  The 
Committee  requests  that  the  first  meeting  of  the  Historical 
Society  as  organized  will  hold  its  first  meeting  in  January, 
1942.  It  is  hoped  that  many  will  become  charter  members 
before  the  close  of  this  session.

Committee    on    Hospitals    and    Medical    Work 

1.  We  rejoice  in  the  coming  of  Dr.  Anderson  and  we 
look  forward  to  a  future  in  the  medical  work  in  our 
Conference  which  will  mean  great  advancement  and  blessing. 

2.  We  welcome  the  new  step  which  the  Government 
has  taken  to  give  recognition  to  Nurse's  Training  at  Mission 
Hospitals  with  the  promise  of  a  Certificate  granted  by  the 
Public  Health  Department,  subject  to  the  candidates  passing 
an  examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Examiners 
appointed    by    the    Government. 

It  is  hoped  that  we  shall  be  able  to  offer  such  a 
Course  to  candidates  for  n  irsing  and  in  order  to  assist 
in  planning  for  this  future  work,  recommend  that  a  Com- 
mittee consisting  of  Dr.  Anderson,  Miss  A.  Whitney  and 
Miss  R.  Ryde  1  plan  to  visit  other  Mission  Hospitals 
when    it    can   be    so    arranged. 

3.  The  deficiency  in  diet  among  African  children,  more 
especially  among  those  living  in  the  town  locations,  is 
a  growing  cause  for  alarm  among  health  authorities,  and 
we  fear  may  be  leading  toward  certain  deficiency  diseases 
among  the  Africans  which  we  have  not  heretofore  known 
among  us.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  Miss  I.  Gugin 
prepare  dietary  sheets,  health  charts,  and  such  instruction 
as  could  be  advantageously  used  in  our  schools.  It  is 
further  recommended  that  we  try  to  interest  the  mothers 
in    the    Rukwadzano    in    this    health    endeavour. 
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4.  There  is  a  real  need  for  Bibles  and  religious  literature 
in  African  hospitals.  We  therefore  recommend  that  in- 
vestigation be  made  as  to  the  possibility  of  securing  this 
needed  literature  from  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society, 
Miss  G.  Clark  and  Mrs.  A.  Sheard  to  look  into  the 
possibilities   of   this. 

5.  (a)  It  is  strongly  recommended  that  medical  fees 
be  charged  at  each  of  our  centers  where  medical  work 
is    carried    on. 

(b)  It  is  further  recommended  that  an  adequate 
medical  fee  be  required  fro  n  each  boy  and  girl  upon 
their   admission    to   our   boar. i lug    schools.

We  take  pleasure  in  welcoming  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Springer 
and  Mr.  Peace  to  our  Conference  once  more  and  we 
thank  God  for  His  care  over  them.  We  were  also  vexy 
happy  to  have  the  Rev.  H.  Carter,  Chairman  of  the  9. 
Rhodesia  Methodist  Synod,  with  us  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Conference  and  are  disappointed  that  unfortunate 
circumstances    prevent    his    remaining   for    the    whole  time. 

We  wish  to  welcome  to  our  Conference  Dr.  Anderson 
who  has  served  for  thirty  years  in  Korea,  Mrs.  P.  Hassing, 
who  has  served  three  years  in  East  Africa,  and  Miss  V. 
Mabie,  who  is  beginning  her  first  term.  We  are  very 
happy  to  have  these  three  as  our  co-workers  and  know 
that  they  will  be  an  inspiration  to  all  with  whom  they 
come    in  contact. 

Our  numbers  have  also  been  increased  by  the  arrival 
of  William  Lee  Hamrick,  Edward  Lawrence  Sells,  and 
Margaret  Charlotte  Madanha  Mparutsa.  Their  coming 
has  brought  joy  to  all  who  know  them.  We  congratulate 
their   parents   heartily.. 
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We  are  always  glad  to  welcome  missionaries  on  their 
return  from  furlough,  Miss  Lulu  Tubbs,  and  Miss  Marjorie 
Fuller,  whom  we  are  especially  pleased  to  have  with  us 
again  after  an  absence  of  nearly  ten  years.  The  news 
of  the  safe  arrival  of  the  O'Farrells  brought  joy  to  all  of  us 
who  had  been  praying  for  travelling  mercies  for  them. 
Those  who  knew  Miss  L.  Forest  when  she  taught  at 
Old  Umtali  in  1935-1936  were  especially  pleased  to  hear 
that  she  had  accepted  the  position  of  Head  -  Mistress 
of  the  school  at  Mrewa.  We  wish  her  success  and 
happiness    in    her    work   there. 

We  regret  that  we  are  to  lose  three  workers  from  Old 
Umtali  next  year.  Mrs.  G.  Braithwaite  has  been 
associated  with  Old  Umtali  Mission  for  the  past  four  year 
and  Mr.  G.  Braithwaite  for  the  past  three  years.  We 
are  sorry  that  this  'association  is  to  be  severed  but  it 
does  not  mean  that  our  interest  and  friendship  is  broken. 
Their  work  has  been  of  high  standard  and  their 
Christian  infuence  has  made  itself  felt  upon  all  with 
whom  they  came  in  contact.  We  wish  them  every  success 
in     the  future. 

Early  in  1909  Rev.  C.  Faku  came  from  the  Union 
into  our  work  and  has  been  with  us  all  these  years. 
We,  the  Rhodesian  people,  owe  a  debt  for  the  education 
which  we  received  from  him,  as  we  can  see  that  there 
are  many  many  people  now  teaching  who  were  under 
his  influence  and  teaching.  We  appreciate  his  sacrificial 
life  after  seeing  many  other  Union  teachers  who  have 
come,  worked  a  few  vears,  and  then  gone  again.  His 
devotion  is  more  than  we  can  put  into  words.  We  greatly 
thank  God  that  while  Mr.  Faku  was  teaching  here  God 
called  him  into  the  ministry.  He  was  received  on  trial 
in  1924  and  afterwards  became  an  elder.  Since 
he  has  lived  and  worked  with  us  so  long  and 
well,  we  are  now  grieved  that  because  of  his  health 
he  is  not  able  to  remain  here  and  live  amongst  us  the 
rest  of  his  life.  May  God's  richest  blessing  be  upon  him 
and   his    family    the    rest    of   their   lives. 

Again  this  year  Old  Umtali  has  shown  us  their  usual 
fine  hospitality  and  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere 
appreciation  to  all  who  in  any  way  have  contributed  to  our 
comfort   and   happiness.

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Committee    on    the    State    of    the    Church 

i.  We  wish  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  all  Christian 
workers  the  great  need  of  consecrated  lives  among  the 
young  people  of  our  church.  We  ask  that  special  consid- 
eration be  given  to  this  from  the  pulpit,  in  the  Sunday 
Schools,  and  Class  Meetings,  and  by  personal  touch  with 
promising    young  Christians. 

We  recommend  that  special  emphasis  be  placed  this 
year  upon  organizing  WABVUWI  groups  in  all  churches, 
and  that  systematic  Bible  Study  be  given  with  memory 
work  on  consecration  and  soul  winning.  We  urge  that 
special  consecration  meetings  be  held  at  the  close  of  Camp 
Meetings  and  Rukwadzano  meetings;  and  that  in  Ngariende 
services  the  young  people  be  asked  to  dedicate  their  lives 
to    Christ. 

In  our  study  of  the  decline  of  Wabvuwi  work,  we  are 
told  that  people  hesitate  to  give  their  lives  to  Christ's 
service  because  some  Christain  leaders  do  not  live  what 
they  preach,  and  also  because  some  have  taken  special 
training  in  Bible  study  and  then  have  not  been  given 
positions  by  the  Church.  Let  us  lead  them  to  take  their 
eyes  off  people  and  positions,  and  to  fix  them  upon 
the  great  crying  need  of  a  dying  world.  Paul  was  a 
tent  maker  and  earned  his  own  bread,  yet  at  the  same 
time  he  became  such  a  great  soul  winner  that  his  influence 
has  come  down  through  the  ages.  We  need  groups  organized 
in  all  the  churches  as  Wabvuwi  studying  and  learning 
Bible  verses.  With  the  revival  of  consecrated  lives  will 
come  the  supply  of  teachers  and  evangelists  which  the 
King'dom    needs    in    Rhodesia. 

We  recommend  the  use  of  pledge  cards  in  consecration 
services.  These  cards  should  not  be  handed  out  promis- 
cuously but  signed  by  those  who  have  shown  definite 
desire    for    Christian    service. 

2.  The  report  of  the  African  Christian  Convention  was 
read  and  discussed.  Item  No.  2  reads  as  follows,  "Our 
Church  members  are  being  confused  in  the  giving  of  their 
church  support  because  it  is  used  for  paying  both  the 
minister  and  teachers.  We  therefore  propose  that  the 
funds  collected  from  members  be  for  church  work  only 
and  that  the  school  fees  and  the  Government  grants  be 
for  teachers  salaries."  This  was  referred  to  the  field 
Committee.  Item  No.  4  is  with  reference  to  a  trans- 
lation committee.  "We  recommend  that  a  committee  of 
Missionaries  and  Africans  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
for  translation  work".  Item  No.  5  is  as  follows,  "The 
need    for    more    literature    in    the     Vernacular     is     great, 
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therefore  we  request  the  Committee  on  Publications  to 
translate  a  book  called  'His  Last  Week',  and  to  publish 
a  booklet  for  guiding  the  class  leaders  in  conducting 
class  meetings."  This  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the 
Committee   on   Publications. 

3.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  printing 
of  Daily  Readings  in  the  Umbowo,  and  feel  that  it  meets 
a    great    need. 

4.  The  Report  of  Rukwadzano  rwe  Wadzimayi  was 
accepted  and  ways  and  means  of  assisting  the  Rukwa- 
dzano were  discussed.  As  a  guide  for  the  women  at 
the    Rukwadzano    animal    meetings    we    suggest    that: 

Small  group  meetings  be  held  daily  with  suitable  persons 
in  charge,  and  that  one  or  two  larger  meetings,  in  charge 
of   a    minister,    also    be    held    daily. 

We  discourage  the  extravagance  of  money  in  tbe  buying 
of  food    which   is    often    wasted. 

The  habit  of  all-night  singing,  we  feel,  should  not  be 
encouraged,  as  the  people  are  not  ready  for  the  meetings 
planned   for   the   following   day    when   this    is    done. 

5.  An  invitation  has  come  from  the  Rukwadzano  of 
the  Methodist  Synod  for  a  representation  from  our  church 
to  attend  their  convention.  We  recommend  that  one 
from    the    Southern    Section   be   chosen. 

6.  We  desire  to  thank  the  Conference  Secretary  for 
the  good  work  he  has  done  in  compiling  the  MANUAL 
FOR  MEMBERSHIP  IN  THE  METHODIST  CHURCH 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  church.  We  ask 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  give 'them  further  con- 
sideration, translate  them  into  the  vernacular,  and  prepare 
them    for   publication.

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Board     of    Sunday    Schools 

We    recommend    that  :- 

1.  All  pupils  in  Std.  5  and  above  be  given  instruction  in 
conducting   a    Sunday   School. 

2.  A  book  on  Sunday  School  work  be  translated  and 
printed  and  its  study  urged  upon  all  Sunday  School 
workers. 

3.  Teachers  in  schools  make  a  Sunday  School  register 
which  shall  include  the  names  of  all  day  school 
pupils  and  that  during  the  week  absences  be  investi- 
gated. 

4.  A  competent  African  assistant  be  definitely  assigned 
to  help   with    the    Sunday    School   literature.

Commission    on    Worship   and    Music 

1.  Urgent  need  of  the  Hymnal  with  Tonic  sol  fah  is 
felt,  and  that  the  songs  which  enter  so  largely  into  the 
spiritual  life  of  the  people  might  be  taught  more  accu- 
rately and  with  a  fuller  understanding  of  the  music. 
Therefore  we  recommend  that  at  the  earliest  possible 
date  an  estimated  cost  of  such  a  book  be  procured  and 
if   possible    the    work    be    started    at    once. 

2.  We  recommend  that  choruses  written  in  English,  now 
in  use  at  some  of  the  Missions,  be  translated  into  the 
vernacular. 

3.  We  wish  to  draw  attention  to  the  report  of  last 
year,  and  especially  section  4  suggesting  that  children's 
choirs  be  organized  and  used  in  the  church  services 
occasionally.

The  13th  African  Christian  Convention  of  the  Methodist 
Church  was  held  at  Mt.  Makomwe,  in  Marange  Circuit 
Umtali  District  August    27th    to   28th  1941.

1.  Seeing  that/*;  the  cost  of  moving  the  Minister's  and 
Teacher's  furniture  is  gradually  increasing,  we  recommend 
that  the  same  money  which  is  used  for  moving  this  furniture 
at  present,  should  be  used  in  buying  furniture  and  that  the 
people   pay   for   carrying   the    luggage   only. 

2.  Our  Church  members  are  being  confused  in  the 
giving  of  their  Church  support  because  it  is  used  for  paying 
both  the  Minister  and  Teachers.  We  therefore  propose 
that  the  funds  collected  from  members  be  for  the  Church 
work  only,  and  that  the  School  fees  and  the  Government 
grants  be  for  the  Teacher's  salaries. 

3.  The  need  for  a  Translation   Committee. 

4.  The  need  for  more  literature  in  vernacular  is  great, 
therefore  we  request  the  Committee  on  publication  to 
translate  a  book  called  "His  Last  Week,"  and  to  publish 
a  booklet  for  guiding  the  Class  Leaders  in  conducting 
Class  Meeting.

The  African  Christian  Convention  held  at  Mt.  Makomwe, 
Aug.  27-28,  1941,  recommends  the  following  : 

1.  As  the  African  Missionary  Society  failed  to  secure 
space  for  evangelism  in  Dotito's  country,  it  is  proposed 
that  a  commission  of  three  men  be  sent  to  explore 
Chief  Chikwizo's  Reserve,  Northeast  of  Mtoko,  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  the  country,  people,  and  their 
spiritual  needs. 

2.  If  things  become  favourable,  it  is  proposed  that  the 
Bishop  shall  be  requested  to  arrange  with  the  Govern- 
ment for  the  Society  to  start  its  work  there.

THE     RUKWADZANA     RWE    WADZIMAI 

"The  hand  of  the  Lord  was  upon  me,  and  carried  me 
out  in  the  spirit  of  the  Lord,  and  set  me  down  in  the 
midst  of  the  valley  which  was  full  of  bones,  and  caused 
to  pass  by  them  round  about:  and,  behold,  there  were 
very  many  in  the  open  valley;  and,  lo'  they  were  very 
dry.     "  Ezekiel  37:1,2. 

The  women  of  Africa  were  scattered  about  just  like 
the  bones  on  an  open  valley.  They  used  to  be  sold  to  far 
countries  for  life.  They  used  to  be  stolen  by  robbers. 
The  Matebele  people  used  to  carry  us  off  by  thousands. 
The  women  of  Africa  were  not  allowed  to  go  to  visit  to 
another  country.  They  knew  nothing  about  what  women 
of  other  countries  were  doing.     They    were  like  slaves. 

The  chief  wTork  of  women  was  in  the  fields  and  the 
cooking  of  food  and  beer.  Sometimes  they  used  to  receive 
beatings.  The  men  had  no  thought  that  a  woman  could 
do  anything.  Whatever  a  woman  tried  to  do  was  called 
foolishness  and  waste  of  time.  The  men  had  a  saying, 
"The  best  way  to  advise  and  explain  things  to  a  woman 
is  to  scold  and  beat  her.  " 

God  saw  that  the  hope  of  the  women  of  Africa  was  lost 
like  the  hope  of  the  dry  bones  on  the  open  valley  and  he 
sent  us  His  Living  Word.  Today  "There  is  a  noise  and 
behold  a  shaking  and  the  bones  come  together,  bone  to 
bone."  The  source  of  "  RUKWADZANO  RWEWADZIMA1" 
is  the  Word  *f  God,  which  is  preached  to  us  and  brings 
us   together. 

The  aim  of  the  "Rukwadzano  rweWadzimai"  of  the 
Methodist  Church  is  to  seek  the  lost  women  of  Africa 
and  bring  them  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  to  break 
down  the  influence  of  the  kingdom  of  the  devil  among 
the  women  and  girls.  There  are  many  of  our  yoang  girls, 
some  of  them  well  educated,  who  are  taken  to  be  second 
or  even  sixth  wives.  That  is  why  we  are  having  these 
big  "Rukwadzano"  meetings  which  seem  to  be  much 
expense  but  the  soul  is  more  worthy  than  any  expense 
in   the   sight  of  God. 
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There  is  a  saying-  among  our  people,  "There  is  a  secret 
power  in  a  woman  by  which  she  can  send  a  king*  to 
fetch  her  a  cooking-  stick."  We  believe  that  that  power 
is.  used  of  God  now.  In  all  our  meetings  that  power 
by  the  help  of  God  is  drawing  our  chiefs  to  come  to  our 
meetings.  There  is  no  meeting  we  have  had  where  we 
have  been  without  the  chief  of  that  section  and  representa- 
tives  from  other    chiefs. 

On  behalf  of  all  the  women  of  the  Methodist 
RUKWADZANO  RWEVVADZIMAI,  we  plead  with  you, 
our  missionaries,  to  be  patient  with  us  and  give  us  a 
chance  to  bring  our  African  people  into  the  Kingdom  of 
God. 

In  1940  we  were  very  sorry  because  our  dear  Chairwoman, 
Mrs.  Chimonyo,  was  taken  away  from  us.  But  the 
Lord  said,  "Except  a  corn  of  wheat  fall  into  the  ground 
and  die,  it  abideth  alone;  but  if  it  die  it  bringeth  forth 
much  fruit."  We  hope  that  the  work  she  left  behind 
will  bring  much  fruit.  We  have  not  found  one  yet  to 
take  her  place  but  Mrs.  Philip  Chieza  is  our  temporary 
Chairman. 

This  is  the  eighth  RUKWADZANO  RWEWADZIMAI 
Convention.  In  all  these  conventions  we  planned  to  take 
collection.  Once  we  helped  a  blind  woman.  Another  time 
the  money  was  nsed  to  send  some  women  to  the  "north 
country"  to  help  our  ministers'  and  teachers'  wives  to  tell 
the  women  there  about  RUKWADZANO.  At  the  Convention 
of  1935  held  at  Mt.  Makomwe  the  collection  was  £6-0-0, 
which  was  given  to  Mt.  Makomwe  to  thatch  the  old 
church  bnilding  of  stone,  built  by  Mr.  J.  G.  Paisley.  At 
the  Convention  held  at  Maranke  Reserve  in  1940,  the 
collection   was    £7-0-0. 

£4-0-0  was  given  to  our  Chairwoman  to  help  her  buy 
a  set  of  artificial  teeth.  £3-0-0  was  given  to  help  Mt. 
Makomwe    boarding   school. 

The  aim  of  the  Convention  this  year  was  to  give  the 
offering  to  help  the  orphans,  but  it  was  divided  into 
two  parts.  £4-0-0  was  to  help  with  the  Chidnku  Camp 
Building  and  £3  0-0  for  the  orphans.  Time  is  failing  us 
to  report  in  detail  the  activities  of  RUKWADZANO 
RWEWADZIMAI   in   every    district, 

In  1939  the  RUKWADZANO  RWEWADZIMAI  thought 
to  store  up  money  so  that  wherever  the  African  Missionary 
Society     goes    we     will    go    with     it    and     will    build    our 
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dormitories  for  girls  just  like  our  Womans  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  did.  That  is  the  aim  of  our  storing  up  the 
money. 

Our  prayer  is,  "Let  the  Word  of  God  be  preached 
with  power,"  until  God  says  to  the  wind,  "Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God,  Come  from  the  four  winds,  O  breath,  and 
breathe  upon  these  slain  that  they  may  live. "  So  that 
we  may  stand  up  upon  our  feet,    an  exceeding  great  army.
